that 
the 
schooner A lpha had taken a party to Y ak­ 
itat in July last, and sailed away to return 
in a few days, and nothing has "since been 
heard ot the schooner or her crew of five 
m en. Two of the party were brothers 
nam ed Toppin, of London, who were 
highly cultured, and, with Brooks, belong 
to various A lpine clubs of England. 
Brooks and W illiam s were very secretive 
about their business, saying they were 
bound on pleasure only, but others assert 
that they were on an expedition in the in­ 
terest of the B ritish Governm ent. They 
ascended M ount St. Elias to a distance ot 
11.000 feet, and in the foothills discovered 
rich gold-bearing float rock, to which place 
a large num ber of prospectors are going in 
th e spring. 
The party after clim bing the m ountain 
returned to Y akitat Bay and joined a pros­ 
pector named De Graff, a Swedish mission­ 
ary named Lydeli and a num ber of Indians. 
Their provisions gave out, and with the 
greatest difficulty the m en were kept from 
starving, depending on w hat fi3h and birds 
they could catch. 
The Leo rescued the whole party, but on 
the return to Sitka experienced fearful 
weather for six days. They returned to 
Yakitat, the starting-point, and spent ten 
days in repairing. Sitka was finally reached 
in safety, and the English explorers are 
now on the way to their homes in England.

W a sh in g t o n, October 5th.—California, 
which has been w ithout a representative 
in the Senate for several m onths past, will 
next week probably he w ithout one in the 
House. 
Representative Biggs went home 
several weeks ago sick ; 
Mr. Felton has 
started for San Francisco; Mr. Thompson 
leaves for Santa Rosa to-morrow m o rn in g ; 
Messrs. Morrow aud McKenna will depart 
for the coast early next week, and General 
Vandever may rem ain until Congress ad­ 
journs. H is plans are not positively ar­ 
ranged. 
W ith the passage of the deficiency appro­ 
priation bill next week the business of the 
House will practically be at an end. 
Very 
little legislative work can be accomplished, 
except by unanim ous consent, and the 
handful of Representatives in the city are 
not in brotherly accord. Opinions differ 
widely about adjournm ent. There is a gen­ 
eral disposition in both houses to get away 
as soon as possible, but the members of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House, 
in which the resolution for final adjourn­ 
m ent by custom originates, declares that it 
would be a political injustice to the Demo­ 
cratic party to propose to adjourn in ad­ 
vance of action by the Senate on tbe tariff. 
Again, one m an, who will insist upon 
the presence of a quorum in the House, 
prevents the adoption of an adjournm ent 
resolution, and it is impossible to get a 
quorum here until after the election. 
Senator Allison said to -n ig h t: ‘ My un­ 
derstanding of this m atter is that we are 
now here until the 20th or 25th of this 
m onth, when a reces3 will be taken until 
the middle of November. This will allow 
members am ple time to go home and look 
after the election, and will give them all 
time in which to return to their Congress­ 
ional duties. 
Of course, if the House 
should pass a resolution of adjournm ent, 
it would change the whole aspect of the 
case, and I ant not now prepared to say 
that the Republicans of tbe Senate would 
oppose it. On the contrary, I think they 
would agree to it, as it would then place 
the responsibility on the Democratic House. 
From w hat I hear, the Democrats will not 
do this, although they are very m uch di­ 
vided about it.” 
Represen'atative 
Breckinridge, of the 
Ways and Means Committee, who pocketed 
the adjournm ent resolution yesterday, after 
it had been indorsed by Speaker Carlisle 
himself, said to night that the situation 
had not changed from last night, and what 
was more, it was not going to change. 
“ There will be no adjournm ent resolution 
passed by the House, he said. 
“ It would 
sim ply give the Republicans of the Senate 
11 chance to say that we are afraid to stay 
and fight this tariff question out. The 
effect, on the contrary, to refuse to leave 
before the election, would be disastrous to 
Cleveland.’’ 
Senator H arris of the Finance Commit­ 
tee, said this afternoon that he was u n ­ 
qualifiedly in favor of adjourning at the 
earliest possible moment. ' H e thonght too 
m uch tim e had already been spent here 
w hich couid have been put to good use in 
educating the people on the tariff question. 
He was by no means alone in this opin­ 
ion, he said, and then added that a vote 
would show that a large m ajority of the 
Democrats of the Senate were in favor of 
it. H e thought the most sensible thing to 
do was to adjourn next week, and let the 
m atter test until the next session.

Also, that the U nited States 
Government binds itself to protect all the 
rights of clt'zens in said concessions and 
decrees, and guarantees the neutrality of 
said canal and its operations under the 
terms of said concessions and decrees, sub­ 
ject to the consent and approval, by treaty 
or otherwise, of the countries through 
which the canal may be constructed. 
Culbertson opposed Phelan’s am endm ent. 
they were adopted the Government 
'ouid have to keep a standing arm y in 
Nicaragua to protect the rights oí tbe cor­ 
poration. 
Phelan replied that the gentlem an radi­ 
cally misapprehended the term s ot the 
am endm ents. 
They- were drawn for the 
purpose of preventing the result of which 
tbe gentlem an was apprehensive.

September 25,1888. J 
The chief industry in Eastern Costa 
Rica is the collection of caoutchouc, or 
india rubber. 
The native word for that 
useful commodity sounds much like a 
sneeze, and is pronounced as if spelled 
kee-chook, with the accent strong on the 
first syllable. 
Not many years ago more 
than 100,000 pounds were shipped annu­ 
ally from Greytown alone, hut at present 
the average export is only about 70,000. 
This falling off is due to the fact that no 
legal surveillance is exercised over the 
gathering of the juice, and the people, 
with their customary improvidence, are 
constantly destroying the valuable trees 
that yield it. 
ih e vularoes, or rubber hunters, are 
the most irresponsible and ignorant of 
creatures, whose first object, when out on 
an expedition, is to secure as much caout­ 
chouc as possible, and next to damage the 
prospects of other yularoes, regardless of 
the future. 
A thrifty tree at its first cutting ought 
to yield not less than 50 pounds of rubber; 
but the hunters of to-day find few so profit­ 
able—unless the}- penetrate far into the 
virgin forests, and are fortunate enough to 
disoiver an entirely new district. 
In the 
sections already worked most ot the trees 
have been tapjied several times and many 
of them were spoiled at (he outset by hav­ 
ing been cut too young, because its greedy 
discoverer feared that if the prize were 
left to attain perfection, another might 
secure it. 
Were the matter regulated by 
judicious laws, so that only mature trees 
might lie t ipped, and those not to an ex­ 
tent to cause death, the production of 
caoutchouc would soon he a source of 
wealth to the Republic. 
The Costa Rican 
Government begins to be alive to this fact, 
and has recently offered extensive grants 
vf land to any who will devote themselves 
to the culture of rubber-trees. 
Among the inhabitants of Central Amer­ 
ica, the yularoes form a distinct class, by 
all odds the lowest in the country—unless 
it may be the Caribs of Guatemala or the 
pearl-divers of the western coast. 
They 
are mostly half-breeds or negroes, for white j 
men scldnia earn 
in i:, although 
| 
business might be made extremely nrofit- 
ble. 
A yularo can be distinguished at a 
glance from natives of other “professions,” 
as easily as a cow-boy in genteel society, 
or a miller fresh from his m ill—not only 
by his general air of dare-devil don’t-care- 
itiveness, but by the thick coating of 
caoutchouc that covers his clothing from 
head to foot. 
This extra coating accumu­ 
lates gradually by contact with the rubber- 
trees, without intention on the part of the 
wearer, and in time renders his garments 
absolutely water-proof and almost inde­ 
structible. 
_ Of course, 1 could not venture far enough 
into the forest to observe the modus oper­ 
and i of caoutchouc collecting at its best, 
but—determined to fulfill my journalistic 
mission as nearly “on the spot” as possi­ 
ble— I made a special journey to Paris- 
mina, aud thence, escorted by the Alcalde 
and his servants, visited the nearest rubber 
camp, situated about seven miles within 
the dense, dark woods. 
Parismiua is a small coast town in the 
very heart of the rubber district, midway 
between Lirnon and Gray town, the latter 
a well-known port of shipment and the 
former a comparatively new town, the 
eastern terminus of the railroad. 
The eight or nine hundred habitan» of 
Parismina are all in some way connected 
with the caoutchouc trade, and it is a far 
more favorable place for obtaining reliable 
information concerning the rubber busi­ 
ness than the distant camps of the hunters, 
who know little aliout it themselves be­ 
yond the process of gathering the gum. 
Here the vularoes obtain their supplies 
before setting out on their long journeys, 
and to this point they return when the 
season is over. 
The hunters are fitted out by the shrewd 
traders of Parismina much as Americau 
miners used to be supplied with “grub 
stake” in their search for precious ni vals. 
Each yularo is provided with a gun, a 
quantity ot ammunition, a boat and a suf­ 
ficient supply of salt, (lour and pork to sus­ 
tain him from two to six months. 
All 
this is charged to his account at the high­ 
est market price, and in return he stipu­ 
lates to sell to this same accommodating 
dealer, at some fixed sum per pound, all 
the caoutchouc he may collect during his 
trip. 
A journey to the woods may occupy 
weeks, or months, according to the will of 
ill-' yularo; after which, he returns to the 
village—not to leave it again till the last 
ceut is spent which he has earned or can 
beg, steal or burrow, and all the credit ex- 
bausted that he can obtain by promises 
upon the next extiedition. 
It is riot 
strange, however, that they are reluctant 
to return to such dangerous exiie, for lin­ 
ger every leaf of the tropical forest some 
venomous creature is lurking, and eternal 
vigilance is the price of safety. 
The 
hunter’s life is little above that of the 
wild beasts whose howls make night hide­ 
ous around him, aud he is constantly ex­ 
posed to a thousand perils, seen and un­ 
seen. 
Not only are there hungry jaguars 
and pumas, wild boars, and other powerful 
animals, but more to be dreaded are the 
deadly reptiles, some of them no longer 
than your hand. 
There are tiny lizards, 
the exact color of the leaves under which 
they hide, whose bite is fatal; innumerable 
bugs, beetles and insects, many of them 
more dangerous than the rattler of our 
Northern wilds, who at least gives some 
warning of his intention to strike, while 
even more to be feared than the monstrous 
crocodiles of the lagoons, and the enormous 
serpents of hugging proclivities, are the 
fevers thai nightly stalk abroad with the 
noxious vapors of the terra caliente. 
Usually the hunters go out in small 
parties, and as soon as the ruhtior forests 
are reached, they select a suitable ground 
for operations and proceed to construct a 
rude camp, which serve- a-, the general 
rendezvous. 
Then they wander off, singly 
or in couples, searching all day i'or new 
ti -i-s and returning at nightfall to head­ 
quarters, where they sleep under no lictter 
shelter 'ban a few palm leaves laid lightly 
over four upright poles. 
A knge fire is 
always built at night, partly to frighten 
away prowling beasts and to Counterai 
the effects of deadly dews and miasmas, 
but principally that the suiokc may keep off 
those more troublesome pests, xin-xins, 
gii its and garripotas. 
Aside from the scant rations he brings, 
the ytilaro’s food consists mainly of wild 
hogs or such other animals as he may be 
able to kill, eked out by tortillas, and, as 
au occasional luxury, a dish of red beans 
stewed in fat. 
Monkeys are considered 
the choicest of moroeaus, particularly the 
large red species, which are as highly rel­ 
ished by the hunters as are raccoons by 
the Southern darkies or Thanksgiving 
turkeys by New Euglanders. 
ludeed, iu 
many parts of Spauish-America monkey 
meat is eaten by both natives and foreign­ 
ers, whose gastronomic tastes are harder to 
please than those of the hungry yularoes. 
I can, my-elf, testify to the fact that a well 
broiled slice of young ape, though a trille 
tough and strong, is not more unpala able 
than Lear steak or Imfi'alo meat, which it 
greatly resembles. 
If one could overcome 
the cannibalistic ideas engendered by Dar­ 
winian nonsense, and not fee! as if feeding 
upon black baby, monkey flesh would i>e 
decidedly preferable to [>ork as an article 
of diet. 
The rnbber-tree of Omr.<; America is 
the same as that found in New Granada 
au 1 Ecuador—anear relative to the beauti­ 
ful and glósss-lcavcl Ficus eltuilica of the 
Ea-t. Indies, which is so common as an or­ 
namental plant in QO.thcro conservatories.

in copious flow. 
The yellowish-white 
juice resembles 
good, rich cream more nearly than any­ 
thing eke. 
If the tree is fully grown and 
has never before been tapped, the sap will 
flow from the incission in streams, and 
running down the channel, is received into 
a pit dug at the roots. 
Sometimes tin cans 
or earthen pots are used as receptacles for 
the juice, and occasionally the Indians 
manufacture baskets of leaves and plaster 
closely around the lower part of the tree. 
The pit, however, answers every purpose. 
Tlit- fluid is generally coagulated with 
tin' sap of a wild ivne somewhat resemb­ 
ling the grape, which overgrows all these 
tangled forests and acts the part of ren­ 
net to cheese-curd, or “mother”-pulque to 
maguey-juice; for after its addition, tlie 
milk is soon hardened into solid cakes of 
India-rubber all ready for transportation. 
In South America, I am told, it is solidi­ 
fied by evaporation of the liquid part anil 
is dried completely hv being exposed to 
gentle heat suspended in kettles over a 
wood fire. 
In Brazil it is the custom to 
maintain 
the flame 
with the pungent 
fruits of the auricura, in such a manner that 
the caoutchouc may receive ail the smoke 
hence the blackish color much of it pre­ 
sents. 
Many attempts iiave been made to im­ 
port the juice of the tree in its natural 
state, hut so far none have been successful. 
Wnile yet in liquid form it may be fash­ 
ioned into any shape by means of molds, 
hut no process has been discovered to pre­ 
vent solidification. 
There is always a 
good deal of partially hardened caoutchouc 
adhering 
to 
the 
bark 
of 
the 
tree, which is torn oft’ in long, stringy 
masses. 
This 
is 
called 
beruchá, 
and of course is not nearly so valuable us 
the solid cakes, but is wrapped in bundles 
and exported for various uses. 
Commer­ 
cially speaking, the caoutchouc of Para is 
considered best and commands the highest 
price in market, while that from the west­ 
ern coast of Africa is the least desirable, 
being only slightly elastic and like its col­ 
lectors, extremely offensive in odor. Great 
quantities are also brought from British 
India, Mauritius and the Indian Archi­ 
pelago. 
ci,c luia^} juice vliai i_ j ,v piays so im­ 
portant a part among the world’s produc- 
. ions was first used by these Central Amer­ 
ican Indians. 
Their caoutchouc was made 
known to the world as “elastic gum,” and 
was long after given the name of “rubber” 
from the discovery of its usefulness in rub­ 
bing out the marks of black lead [>encils. 
For the latter purpose it began to he im­ 
ported into Great Britain toward the close 
of the last century. 
Early as 1513 the 
Spaniards in 
Mexico had learned 
to 
make caoutchouc into shoes, and also 
used it 
for 
waxing their 
cloaks 
to 
render 
them 
water-proof. 
That, 
no 
doubt, 
was 
the 
origin 
of the 
idea 
of its manufacture into water-proof cloth, 
which first gave it great commercial im­ 
portance. 
Not until 1820 did its employ­ 
ment extend much beyond the erasing of 
pencil-marks, though the quantity im­ 
ported had greatly increased. 
Long before 
that 
time 
a 
limited 
quantity 
had 
been 
used 
for 
manufacturing" flexi­ 
ble tubes 
for 
surgeons and chemists, 
but the expensive character of the only 
solvent then known prevented its general 
application for useful purposes. 
Finally a 
method was discovered for fabricating arti­ 
cles of various kinds by casting the caout­ 
chouc into molds. 
Its remarkable elastic­ 
ity and flexibility, as well as its insolubil­ 
ity in water and impenetrability to gases 
and fluids in general have adapted it to 
more uses than any other one commodity 
can be applied. 
At present by far the greatest number 
of its applications is employed in what is 
known as its “vulcanized” state—a process 
invented about forty-five years ago, since 
which time thousands of patents have been 
granted for as many different applications. 
Charles Goodyear in the United States, 
and Thomas Hancock in England, seem to 
have discovered almost simultaneously the 
great changes which caoutehoucundergoes 
when mixed with sulphur and heated. 
As everybody knows, the manufacture 
of India-rubber ^oods is now one of the 
most extensive industries in the United 
States, while in England 
rnense manufactories, and in France a! 
the consumption of 
raw caoutchouc is 
nearly ^ 200,000 pounds per annum, the 
approximate value of which, when manu­ 
factured, is fil2,000,000.

The Phienix Company is the name of 
the latest British syndicate, to which his

yields an annual output of gold equal to 
$25,000,000, all mined with the most prim­ 
itive appliances, the improved methods of 
the British w ill certainly double this 
yield, and possibly quadruple it. 
Thus is 
opened to England another El Dorado, of 
an opulence which can only he judged by 
experience, but which it is believed will 
not disappoint the most sanguine expecta­ 
tions that have been formed of it. 
What 
between North Borneo Companies, Soudan 
Companies, and this latest Hedged “ Phie­ 
nix,” the British are iu a fair way to pos­ 
sess the earth, or at any rate the richest 
provinces, which amounts to pretty much 
the same tiling.

EXPLORATION OF TH IS PORTION 


OF SOUTH AMERICA. 


In terestin g A cco u n t o f th e E x p ed i­ 
tion a n d Its F in d s—P eo p le S till 
L iv in g in th e S to n e A ge. 


[Letter to the Journal o f Science.] 
The German explorers, Karl and W il­ 
helm von den Steinen, embarked in Kio 
de Janeiro July 21st for Germany, after 
nearly a year spent among the Indians of 
Matto Grosso. 
The exploration of the 
Xingn in 1884 by the two Yon den 
Steinens and Claus revealed the fact that 
in this region exist a number of tribes who 
are not acquainted with the existence of a 
white race, and who may literally be said 
to represent the prim itive condition of the 
Brazilian Indians in the stone age and be­ 
fore the discovery of America. 
Further­ 
more, the diversity in the language of 
these tribes indicates a variety of ethno­ 
logical groups, and oilers a rare oppor­ 
tunity for studying the apparently insolu­ 
ble riddle of the natural classification of 
the Brazilian aborigines. 
The importance 
of the results of the 18S4 expedition, and 
siili more those that might be expected 
from future work in such a promising field, 
led Dr. Karl von den Steinen, after publi­ 
cation of his book, to resolve upon a new 
exploration, in which lie was warmly sec­ 
onded by European ethnologi Is. 
The new 
expedition, unlike the first, which was or­ 
ganized mainly with a view to geographical 
work, came prepared to give chief prom­ 
inence to ethnology. 
Dr. Karl von den 
Steinen, who proposed to devote his atten­ 
tion principally to language work, was 
accompanied by iiis cousin Wilhelm, one 
of the original Xingu party, as artist; Dr. 
l ’aul Ehrenreich, who had already made 
important ethnological studies in Brazil, 
as a-sistant ethologist and photographer, 
and Dr. Peter Vogel as geographer and 
geologist. 
Leaving Rio de Janeiro in February of 
last year, the party was delayed in ascend­ 
ing the Paraguay by the existence of 
cholera along that river, until the begin­ 
ning of June, the interval being employed 
in an examination of the shell-heaps of 
Santa Uatharina. 
The President of Matto 
Grosso furnished an escort of four soldiers 
under command of an ensign. 
Another 
ensign, who had accompanied iu part the 
1884 expedition, and had since retired 
from the service, joined the expedition as 
a volunteer. 
A civilized Bakairi Indian, 
Antonio, also of the 1884 party, was en­ 
gaged as interpreter, making up, with the 
necessary comaradas, a party of fourteen. 
The expedition left Cavaba July 28th, the 
explorers on foot, and serving as occasion 
required as peones, trail-eutters, aud oars­ 
men. 
Proceeding f ir s t to the Paranatinga, 
an affluent of the Tapujos, for whose ex­ 
ploration a party of Brazilian engineers 
was lately fitted out, several astronomical 
determinations were made about the head 
waters of that river. 
The party then 
marched 
to the northeast, passed the 
Batovy brancli of the Xingu, explored in 
1884, aud on the 7tli of September reached 
the Kuliseu, where a permanent camp was 
made lor a portion of the party, that re­ 
mained in charge of the animals and bag­ 
gage, while the explorers descended the 
river in bark canoes made on the spot, to 
the confluence of the Kuliseu with the 
Batovy. 
The first Indians met with be­ 
longed 
to 
the 
Bakairi 
tribe, 
with 
whom, 
as 
the 
language was 
already 
known, 
communication 
was 
readily 
made, 
and with whom 
the explorers 
spent several weeks, accompanying them 
on their fishing and hunting excursion, in 
their agricultural labors (performed en­ 
tirely with stone and wooden implements), 
in their festivities, and, in fact, in all the 
phases of their life. 
The next and most 
numerous tribe was the Nahuqua, who, 
like the Bakairi, belong to the Carib fam­ 
ily, which is supposed by Dr. von den 
Steinen to have migrated northward to the 
Caribbean Sea from some point in Central 
Brazil. 
The Nahuqua have a number of 
villages on the 
Kuliseu 
and on the 
Kuluene, the principal branch of the 
Xingu, with which the former unites. 
The 
sudden arrival of a large party so alarmed 
these people, that it became very difficult to 
study them, and in consequence Dr. von den 
Steinen resol ved to make his entry alone, or 
with only i small number of Indian com­ 
panions, in the villages of the other tribes, 
in order to establish friendly relations be­ 
fore the arrival of the full party. 
This 
somewhat hazardous experiment was tried 
first with two completely savage Bakairi 
companions in a village of Mehinaku 
Indians, the only weapon carried being a 
revolver. 
The traveler was received by a 
tumultuous crowd of naked savages, shout­ 
ing, brandishing bows and arrows, and 
beatiug their breasts, who seized him by 
the wrists, and with considerable violence 
led him to the central feast-house, where 
he was plumped down on a bench, and made 
the recipient of ashowerof questions aud of 
hospitable presents of cakes and porridge. A 
German speech and sundry recitatations 
from Goethe, delivered with hearty laugh­ 
ter, were accepted as a reply to the unin­ 
telligible questions, and friendly relations 
were soon established. 
Other trilies are the Auntibu, Yauraand 
Kustenau, Yauaiapiti, Camaiura, and Tru- 
inai. 
The Camaiura are true Tupi, and 
manifested great satisfaction .n hearing the 
common names of plants and animals that 
have been incorporated in Portuguese. 
The Truniai, by their language and phy­ 
sique, differ markedly from all the other 
tribes. 
They had been met with in 1884, 
but the accidental discharge of a gun so 
alarmed them that no communications 
eonid be established. 
After that they suf­ 
fered greatly from the attacks of the Suya, 
a Botocndo tribe living lower down the 
river, and, retreating southward, were na­ 
turally greatly alarmed on meeting again 
the strangers with the thundering arms of 
the former encounter. 
Returning to Cuyaba near the end of 
December, the travelers had an opi>or- 
tunity for studying the l ’areei, and after­ 
wards made au excursion to the river Sao 
Lourenco to examine the Bororo or ( 'or­ 
nado. 
The Von den Steinens then de­ 
scended the Paraguay, and spent sometime 
examining the Indian remains in that 
province. 
Dr. Ehrenreich proceeded to 
Govaz to descend the Araguaya lo Para; 
and Dr. Vogel remained behind to explore 
geographically the highland between the 
Paraguay and Parana, with the especial 
object of opening a road from the colony 
of Sao Lourenco to Santa Anna do l’ara- 
nahiba, on the Parana, which was success­ 
fully accomplished. 
The scientific results of the expedition 
far exceeded the most sanguine expecta­ 
tions. 
In a lecture before the Geograph­ 
ical Society of Rio de Janeiro, Dr. Karl 
von den Steinen presented the following 
general oliservations on the Indians of the 
upper Xingu. 
As a rule, they are of low stature, but 
well proportioned and agile, of light clay 
color, with black hair, which is wavy in 
some individuals. 
The women wear the 
hair hanging loose to the shoulders; the 
men cut it in a circle about the base of the 
skull, and in some trilies shave the crown 
of the head. 
A ll the hairs of the face, in- 
including the eyebrows, and of the body, 
are carefully pulled out. 
The Trnmai are 
distinguished from the others by a weaker 
physique and more brutal physiognomy. 
The only clothing worn is a triangular 
tanga of" palm-leaves, “ bigger than the 
eye, but not so big as the ear,” used by the 
women. 
The body is smeared with coal- 
dust or oil colored with annatto. 
The 
houses, round or elliptical and high and 
airy, are generally built in a circle about 
a central feast-house, which is uninhab­ 
ited, and into which the women are not 
permitted to enter. 
As a better safeguard 
against feminine curiosity, the entrance to 
this house is a mere hole less than a meter 
high. 
This structure is also used as a 
guest-house. 
The usual habitations serve 
for several families; the hammocks of 
palm-filier, or cotton woven by hand lie- 
tween two stakes driven in the ground, 
being hung from a post in the center to 
the sides. 
Each house has several fire­ 
places, and care is taken to keep the Ore 
alive during the night to avoid the tro,oble- 
s-itae process of producing it by stiek- 
rubbiog. 


NEW YORK FASHIONS. 
Agriculture and fishing furnish the prin- I 
cipal means of sustenance. 
The chase is ' 
comparatively 
unimportant. 
Dogs 
are 
unknown, and domesticated animals are 
limited to a few birds, principally of the j 
parrot tribe. 
Corn, cotton, tobacco, sweet : 
potatoes aud other tubers, are cultivated, j 
Rice, cane, mandioca and the banana are ¡ 
unknown. 
The plantations are of consid- ! 
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H eaven’s blue arch beneath. 
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Showing pearly teeth? 
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She who lails to w in it errs 
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forest is cleared by the use of polished 
stone axes about the size of the fist, fixed 
in a wooden handle. 
The teeth of certain 
fishes serve for knives, and river shells as 
scrapers lor working in wood. 
For hoes or 
plows, pointed sticks and the claws of the 
giant armadillo are used. 
The stoues pre- 
terred for axes come from stream-beds in 
the possession of a single tribe. 
The com­ 
mercial relations, however, are limited to 
an exchange of presents without idea of 
values. 
Iu the first trade made with the 
explorers, for an ax, a large canoe, which 
hail to be carried for two leagues on the 
shoulders of six men, was gladly given in 
exchange. 
On another occasion a basket 
of fruit gathered in the presence of the 
party was offered for the same coveted in­ 
strument. 
Another object of 
Indian barter 
is 
pottery, 
made 
only 
bv 
the 
wo­ 
men of certain tribes, a ll'o f which be­ 
long to the Nu-Aruak stock. 
Tattooing is 
also limited to ceramic tribes. The nTost 
perfect objects of their industry are the 
masks used in dancing. 
The Tupi tribes 
make them of painted fabrics; the others 
of wood, with large noses and small open­ 
ings for the eyes, ornamented with a sym­ 
metrical design of the face. 
In general, only the men take part in 
the dances, ornamented with feathers, and 
with the body enveloped in cloaks of 
palm-iiber. 
The step is marked by the 
shaking of a rattle, and the dancéis ac­ 
companied bv songs containing anc-isnt 
words, some of which are evidently unin­ 
telligible to the Indians themselves. 
The 
only other musical instrument is the flute 
of one or three tubes, and of all sizes, from 
very small ones up to those in which the 
larger tube is as high as a man. 
In the 
dances great use is made of bows and ar­ 
rows, and, in the Tupi tribes, of a pecu­ 
liar form of arrow, shot, not from a bow, 
but from a throwing-stick held in the 
hand. 
The dances are held within or in 
iront of the feast-house, called the “flute- 
house. 
It is believed that any woman 
who should venture to enter this house 
would die. 
In other respects, however, 
the position of the woman is not so in­ 
ferior as is generally supposed. 
Although 
her position may be that of a servant, 
she knows, like her civilized sisters, how 
to obtain a fair share in the government. 
They are devoted mothers, though the 
children are held to have more intimate 
relations with the father, from whom they 
are supposed to derive body and soul, than 
with the mother. 
Parentage, however, is 
traced through the mother. 
On the oc­ 
casion oí a birth, the lather remains for 
several days in his hammock on a diet 
of water and porridge. 
Marriage is mo- 
Tiogamous, and is effected by the bride­ 
groom taking his chosen bride to his lodge 
and hanging his hammock over hers. 
The dead are buried in front of the least- 
house, with the head to the east, holes or 
canals being made to facilitate the en­ 
trance of ants and other insects. 
The be­ 
lief in a continuation of life after death is 
general. 
In dreams the soul is believed to 
leave the body and wander iu the places 
dreamed of; and it is recommended not to 
awaken a sleeper suddenly, for fear the 
time may not be given for the return of 
the soul. 
They have many legends of 
their ancestors, which pass from genera­ 
tion to generation, and appear to contain 
many antiquated words. 
The idea of a 
personal God is unknown. 
The pages pre­ 
tend to control the storms, and all cases of 
illness or death are attributed to them. 
fI hey are also the physicians, the treat­ 
ment consisting principally in blowing 
tobacco-smoke on the patient. 
The blow­ 
ing of smoke in the ears of guests is also 
a sign of friendship, and the latter are in­ 
vited to moisten the ears of their hearers 
with spittle in order to be more clearly 
understood. 
The pages appear to enjoy as 
much respect as the chiefs. 
The authority 
of the latter, unless it he in war, is not 
great. 
Dissatisfaction with the govern­ 
ment is expressed by a migration in a 
body from the village, leaving the govern­ 
ment to itself. 
The number of Indians on the Batovy 
and Kuliseu is estimated at more than 
3,000. 
Before returning, the explorers 
distributed among them their stores, in­ 
cluding over 1,400 knives, so that the fu­ 
ture traveler in this region will no longer 
find the stone age.

In new cloaks, the yoke is a pervading 
feature, appearing not only in long gar­ 
ments with fullness attached to it, but in 
short wraps, where in front it often merges 
into a vest, and since vests also have al­ 
most omnipresent “fullness,” it must be 
taken as expressing much in cloaks.

The like can be said of Raglans, 
where at times the sleeves nearly sweep 
the ground. 
Diversity is furthermore 
given by secondary material, chiefly vel­ 
vet, making really combination garments 
of them, and thus in novel forms thev do

Green continues to be the color of the 
year, but as autumn approaches it loses its 
bright tone, and the shades of myrtle, tea, 
and sage have replaced the more brilliant 
hues. 
These will be used ali this autumn, 
and they withstand the effects of damp and 
climate better than most other colors. 
French women are still faithful to the 
polonaises and coats. 
Now that Paris is 
deserted as far as fashionable societv is 
concerned, blue and red are much worn 
again, especially blue woolens trimmed 
with red silk; both tones will stand salt 
water and sea air—far better, by-the-by, 
than the huge steel buttons with which 
many of them are adorned, matching large 
steel buckles at the belt. 
Such dresses ' 
have mostly Tull or puffed sleeves rather 
than the tight coat form. Ostrich feathers 
are rarely seen in the country—all useful 
hats are trimmed with straight wing feath­ 
ers or flowers. 
Hoods are a head-covering which, in our 
time, we elect to adopt almost entirely for 
ornament, not for use, though their ser­ 
viceable capabilities are far greater than 
are realized in modern days. 
Pelerines 
with hoods lined with a bright color, 
which serves to redeem them from dowdi­ 
ness, are made to wear with most of the 
antumn, seaside and country gowns, as 
they are slipped on in a minute; and the 
dress is equally complete without them. 
Yokes, straight and pointed, arc intro­ 
duced into the bodices of many gowns, and 
accord well with pulled sleeves. 
Wafer-spots are likely to be the fashion 
of the fulure—the immediate future, I 
should say ; and some of the new woolens 
arc unde with skirts in which these of a 
distinctive color are graduated towards 
the top, the silk trimming used matching 
the tone of the spots. 
The Ineroyabie 
jackets, cut straight at the waist, having 
large buttons at the side, where they fly 
open, and with re vers at the neck, in some 
solid color, are much worn with full vests 
and striped skirts; for example, a mauve 
and white-striped cotton or wool skirt with 
a soft-silk jacket.

Suede, chamois, and the long gamut of 
neutral tones which go by so many names, 
are superseding gray for traveling and 
country wear; they keep in condition so 
much longer. 
Huge red cotton parasols 
are the fashion now at French watering- 
places, and brigllten up these tones most 
effectually, especially when red stockings 
are worn with shoes; French women show 
a decided preference for shoes rather than 
boots. 
Foulard is not too cool for wearing vet, 
and is a fabric with so much to commend 
it that it is likely to find favor a year hence. 
W hite printed ou a color is being super­ 
seded by colors printed on white ; hut they 
are not so generally serviceable. 
Foulard 
parasols are ingeniously painted ; they re­ 
call some of the pretty figures on Dresden 
china ; and so does a very popular style of 
dress, the bodice low, but tilled with a 
fichu of moussouline de soie. 
Jabots of 
wide hemmed and 
plaited lisse make 1 
dowdy dresses fit for fetes, and with a few 
yards of muslin and soft silk those who j 
have clever fingers contrive to make an 
endless variety with but few gowns.— (M i-; 


not weary the vision, 
too, have invested in Newmarkets and 
Raglans, that they cannot be given up, 
and thus it can be said that they are emi­ 
nently passable through passing.

Copotes considerably longer than hitherto, 
and long turmodicum of wide-brimmed 
hats with jaunty contour are presented for 
young ladies’ more occasional wear. 
Felt 
and velvet re appear, the latter in hand­ 
some millinery being adorned at times by 
line embroidery. 
Flowers, of course, give 
way to plumage and birds are very much 
in vogue. 
Small ones are placed as coro­ 
nets and larger ones are perched witli 
heads backwards as if flying away, and it 
may be noticed that trimmings in general 
are placed as if coming from back to front. 
Blackbirds are a special fancy. 
Gros 
grain and velvet ribbon appear with plain 
edges, having a cord or lin es; a satin 
border may finish a velvet ribbon, and as 
a favorite feature may be mentioned the 
monotone stripes of different weaves that 
harmonize with dress goods. 
Shaded 
stripes also comport with those apparent 
elsewhere and spots of stiff figures also 
bring about uniformity.

Ostrich feathers aud 
tips are fashionable, and for broad-brimmed 
hats: soft feather boas wound about the 
neck will replace the lace scarfs of the 
summer. 
Toned effects, 
usually three 
shades of the same color, light, medium 
and dark are stylish. 


IN DRESS TRIMMINGS, 
Braid continues much in vogue, aud is 
therefore brought out in every conceivable 
variety, running into passementeries that 
in the higher types reach great beauty. 
Black ou colors is quite as often chosen as 
last season. 
Toned effects also are in 
vogue, but cashmere colors lead for the 
most dress wear. 
Metal threads come In 
here witii good results, as in like manner, 
fine cut beads in Persian shades and the two 
combined bring about charming results.

The greatest set ot* rattles ever cut from 
a rattlesnake are now on exhibition in the 
office of the Treasurer of Lycoming county, 
at \ \ ilhamsport, Pa-. 
The string measures 
eight and one-half inches, and contains 
forty-five rattles. 
The biggest string of 
rattles on record, previous to this, was 
taken from the big snake killed near West­ 
port recently. 
That string measured four 
inches in length and contained twenty-one 
rattles. 
The snake that bore it was the 
biggest one ever killed in the Stale, being 
seven feet long. 
The most carious fact 
connected with the monster Williamsport 
set of rattles is, that it was taken from a 
snake less than three feet long, the rattles 
forming almost one-fourth of the reptile's 
length. 
If it is true that a rattlesnake 
grows a rattle every year after the first 
year, the snake must have been forty-six 
years old. 
This freak among snakes was 
killed by County Treasurer Eldrcd, in the 
Pine creek region.

T he following address has been issued 
by the Irish-A m erican A nti-Free Trade 
League, and should be read by every j>er- 
»on of Irish birth, by every Irish-born 
A m erican and every American-born Irish- 


Fellow Countrymen : In view of the ap­ 
proach ins; Presidential election we desire 
to direct your earnest attention to the 
greal im portance of the consequences in ­ 
volved therein. 
And first of all we enter our protest 
against the claim, so often made, that the 
Democratic party is entitled, as by right, 
to demand the suffrages of Irish-A m eri­ 
can», and we em phatically repudiate every 
such claim as derogatory to our citizen­ 
ship and insulting to our manhood.

and tariff measures, aud the places which 
(by the vast interests they represent) they 
ought to occupy are filled by free-traders 
from agricultural and sem i-agricultural 
States. 
After four m onths of secret consultations 
with members of the English Cobden 
Club and agents of B ritish im porting 
houses, and persistent refusals to hear 
American workingmen, who desired to 
save their industries from destruction, the 
free-trade m ajority of said committee have 
presented a bill which, if passed, will ut­ 
terly ruin several of our greatest indus­ 
tries, and injure them all. 
Let it not be forgotten th at the framers 
of this bill, radical as it is, have not dared 
go as far in the direction of English free 
trade as M r. Cleveland demanded in his 
message, thus showing th a t instead of be­ 
ing better than his party lie is far worse. 
B ut if he should be re-elected his “ vicious, 
inequitable and illogical” schemes against 
our dearest interests will be carried out to 
the fullest extent, and workingmen will 
he abandoned to unequal competition with 
the pauper-paid laborers of Europe, who 
are daily crowding our shores to escape 
from the degraded condition to which Mr. 
Cleveland’s pro-British policy would speed­ 
ily reduce us. 
Now, to show how well Joseph Cham­ 
berlain, of the fishery treaty commission, 
was rewarded for his em inent services to 
this Government, it should be well known 
and widely circulated th at he is largely 
interested in the manufacture of tin plates, 
wood screws and cotton thread, ami th at 
the Cleveland-M ills tariff bill proposes to 
establish free trade in tin plates, aud to re­ 
duce the duty on wood screws and cotton 
thread so low as to ruin those industries in 
America and give Chaml>erlain and other 
English m anufacturers a monopoly of our 
market. 
Truly, this renegade’s visit to 
America was productive of gratifying re­ 
sults to his G overnm ent aud himself. 
Surely Irishm en who voted for Cleve­ 
land must feel little pleasure in reflecting 
that they helped to place in power the 
man who has thus perm itted Cham berlain 
to return home elated w ith the prospects 
of tilling his coffers at the expense of our 
A m erican workingmen. 
W ith confidence in your intelligence 
and patriotism , we call on you to redeem 
the errors of the past by uniting w ith us 
in defense of American honor and A m eri­ 
can interests, and in condemnation of those 
English free trade doctrines which have 
Toduced such disastrous consequences in 
reland, and would produce like results in 
A merit».

To the Editor o f the Press : I notice from 
the European edition of the New Y ork 
Herald, of Monday, the 29th instant, that 
the Democrats are represented as laughing 
at and ridiculing the idea said to be ad­ 
vanced by the 
Republican 
press, that 
“ Cleveland is the English candidate,” and 
that Englishm en feel a special interest in 
his re-election, because of bis tariff prin­ 
ciples. H aving spent some weeks in Lon­ 
don, Paris and a num ber of Swiss water­ 
ing-places and cure resorts, where I have 
m et m any Englishm en—some cf consider­

lican votes on June 5, 1878. Yet Mr. Mills 
in that debate criticised the Wood bill be­ 
cause in his view it did not go far enough 
, toward free trade and was “ a proiective 
tariff bill.” 
Again we quote Mr. M ills’ 
words uttered in the House of Represen­ 
tatives : 
“ The com m ittee ought to have adopted 
an average ad valorem ¡duty of 20 per cent. 
[M r. Mills now claims th at this bUI leaves 
an average duty of about 42 per vent, on im ­ 
p ris. and goes more frequently below riian 
above H ] 
We should not strive to find out 
the ivwcv-i duty that will bring the highest 
revenue, but fall as far below that as possi­ 
ble, and in doing so whatever less to the ‘ 
revenue m ay occur should be supplied from 
some other source. W e should rem em ber 
th at the lower the duty the greater will be 
the im ports. Our policy should be to take 
the sm allest am ount pi taxes that we can

In a recent speech John Brennan said: 
“ W hy a party seeking votes should dare to

W a sh in g t o n , October 5th.— The report 
of the m inority m akes a document of 
twelve w ritten pages. It begins w ith the 
statem ent that in the preparation of a sub­ 
stitute for the House bill, no m em ber of 
the m inority of the comm ittee was con­ 
sulted or informed as to its provisions until 
it was reported to the full committee, on 
the 25th of September. The m inority re­ 
cites the w crk of the sub-committee in 
hearing the statements, argum ents and ap­ 
peals ot the m anufacturers and others who 
dem and that the present high rate of tariff 
taxation shall be m aintained, and Id most 
instances prom pted not by revenue neces­ 
sities, but alone for the purpose of increas­ 
ing their own profits at the expense of 60,­

Continuing, the report says : “ It is safe 
to say that all the interests benefited by a 
high protective tariff have been fully heard 
and have had m uch influence in shaping 
this substitute while the great body ot the 
people, taxpayers and victims of this policy, 
have not appeared aud have not been 
heard.” 
It is then said that the short tim e the 
substitute has been in the hands of the 
m inority has made it difficult to ascertain 
its effect, but the essential difference be­ 
tween the House bill and the Senate substi­ 
tute is apparent and radical at the oataet in 
the m atter of revenue. 
The one is framed 
in the interests of the public treasury ; the 
other in the interests of private pockets. 
The one is framed in the interests of the 
whole people: the other in the interests of 
300,(Xi0 manufacturers. 
One is designed to 
reduce both Government revenue and taxa­ 
tion—the taxation especially which bears 
the heaviest on the necessaries of life; the 
other is intended not only to raise public 
revenue, but to m aintain private revenues 
by increasing and retaining the taxation on 
all the necessaries of life.” 


COMPARING THE TWO BILLS. 
The m inority then continues : “ The ad­ 
vocates of the substitute freely propose to 
reduce duties or abolish them on those 
things which yield only Government rev­ 
enue, but refuse to reduce or abolish duties 
on those things which produce private rev­ 
enue. 
But the m inority think it safe to 
say that the chief reductions in tariff taxa­ 
tion, as provided by the substitute, are 
confined to the articles of sugar aud rice, 
with jute and a few other unim portant arti­ 
cles put upon the free list, while there is 
an increase of duties imposed upon m ulti­ 
form manufactures of wool, cotton, iron 
and steel, articles that the whole people, 
and especially the poor and most needy 
classes, are compelled to use. The substi­ 
tute relieves unnecessary tobacco, in all its 
forms, except cigars, cheroots and cigar­ 
ettes, from internal taxation, and gives free 
alcohol to the arts. Practically, the su b ­ 
stitute offers to the people free whisky and 
free tobacco, leaving all the expensive 
machinery for the collection of revenues 
and enforcement of the law in full force, 
while it increases the taxation upon the 
actual and indispensable necessaries of 
life. 
“ The rods out of which the farmers' 
wire fence is made are not apparently 
changed in the rate, but by various changes 
in the classification actual and additional 
burdens are imposed. A reduction in duti­ 
able value from 31 to 3 cents per pound 
weight accomplished this. 
An additional 
size, No. 6, added w ithout an apparent 
change of the rate, does adroitly increase 
the rate paid on wire rods of this size from 45 
per cent, to about 154 per cent, and is an in­ 
crease on wire rods of nearlv $300,000, 
upon the basis of the im portations of 1S87. 
and there is added a proviso by which rods 
sm aller than No. 6 are classified as wire, 
and thus effect a third or double increase 
of tax in one section, and this is called 
part of a ‘system ,’ and rightly so called. 
“ Steel ingots, cogged ingots, billets, bars, 
etc., now pay 45 per cent, duty if valued at 
less than 4 cents per pound. 
By this sub­ 
stitute, if valued nt 1 per cent, or less, they 
are dutiable at 1 cent per pound, and as 
some of the item s were valued at 2-10 of a 
cent per pound, the rate of 1 cent is an in­ 
crease of from 45 to 70 per cent., and 
nearly $1 000,000 tax is added by this one 
section. 
THE DUTY ON COTTON TIES. 
Cotton ties also receive their careful 
consideration. 
It is in the interest of the 
most formidable and insolent trust which 
ever laid its hands upon the throat of hon­ 
est labor, threatening ever class, front the 
poor colored cation picker, whose few 
pounds nf crop could not get to m arket for 
lack of means to wrap, to the m erchant and 
capitalist,who had advanced the necessaries 
of life to sustain that labor through the 
season. To these comes a proposed revision 
not w ith a helping hand, but with other 
burdens, and cotton ties, which their own 
friends had reduced to 35 per cent, in the 
tariff of 1883 (one of the bright case3 in a 
desert of iniquity, they om it by name, but 
inc’tide in a new classification, so that in­ 
stead of 35 per cent, it m ust pay, according 
to the valuation of 1887, over 100 per cent., 
adding nearly a quarter of a m illion dol­ 
lars tax on imported ties, all of which is a 
loss to the cotton producers. 
“ Even w ith this they are not content, 
but still further tax the struggling agricult­ 
urist in this schedule by raising the duties 
on trace chains and all other kinds less 
, than three-eights of an inch thick, from 24 
cents—which is equivalent to 44 37 per 
cent.—to 3 cents per pound, equivalent to 
a rate of 53.57 per cent. Can ingenuity go 
further? That taggers’ iron 
should be 
raiaed from 30 per cent, to 65 per cent.; 
th at table cutlery for the poor should be 
raise! by specific rates added to ad valo­ 
re m ; that knives for the poor should be 
heavier taxed and made cheaper for the 
rich ; that breach-loading shotguns should 
be made cheaper for $200 grade and dearer 
for $15 grade, by m aking each pay $10 and 
25 per cent, ad valorem—all these and 
more are no longer startling, and prepate 
the m ind for a thousand other inconsist­ 
encies aud discrim inations hidden by the 
new and obscure classification that only 
tim e aou patient investigation will reveal. 
In the cotton schedule again, the great pro­ 
cess of leveling up is called into requisition, 
to what end or for w hat purpose who can 
say ? 
“ Changes in the classification and by new 
subdivisions, still further complicating the 
adm inistration, and by changes in the 
rates, in effect principally increasing taxes, 
the most glaring inconsistencies and dis­ 
crim inations are perpetrated in this so- 
called revision. 


THE WOOLEN SCHEDULE. 
“ In the schedule the substitute not onlv 
retains a duty on raw wools, but increases 
the duty from 10 to 11 cents a pound on 
clothing and combing wool, and the exist­ 
ing duty is retained on carpet wools, which, 
all parties agree, are not produced in this 
country, and the changes produced in the 
manufactures of wool increase the taxation, 
and to that extent increase the cost of the 
manufactured articles, and especially the 
cheaper grades—the clothing ot the poi r.” 
The m inority criticise in a sim ilar m an­ 
ner, the lum ber, salt and provision sched­ 
ules, and then discuss the subject of “ trusts” 
as follow s: 
“The present tariff is the nursing mother 
of trusts. It is tbe wall behind which the 
combinations are formed bv which people 
are plundered. The tariff keeps out for­ 
eign competition, and the whole people are 
at their mercy, and m ust pay whatever is 
demanded. 
Language is inadequate to 
describe the iniquity of these corporations 
against the rights of the people, or to de­ 
pict their disastrous effects upon the gen­ 
eral welfare. 
As a tariff which renders 
trusts possible is established and m ain­ 
tained at the special instance of those who 
form theru, it would seem but simple just­ 
ice, as weil as good policy, to tear "down as 
m uch as possible of their cover aud refuse 
to longer aid them in wrong-doing. 
“ They are not private affairs, as has been 
asserted, but public evils of the gravest 
character, affecting the priceof cverv article 
which contributes to the comfort and sup­ 
port of the people. 
The provision of the 
substitute lavor that greatly, and will serve 
to encourage their formation 
in other 
branches of manufacture. 
“ Many of those belonging to trusts ap­ 
peared before the Finance 
Committee, 
clam orous for such legislation as would 
prom ote their interests. 
They are all op­ 
posed to the House bill, which should com­ 
m end it to all who condemn their efforts. 
It is bad enough to perm it those who are 
most interested, the manufacturers, to ap­ 
pear before our committees and suggest the 
legislation they wish, but surely we should 
not listen to trusts and aid them to rob, 
with both ban Is." 
The report then continues: “ The m inor­ 
ity cannot pass by in silence the absurd ac­ 
cusation that the House bill m eans ‘ Free 
Trade,’ ‘ The Ruin of Industry,’ and

These 
j charges are as false as they are misleading. 
; It would seem that no man can propose to 
»cut oft excessive taxation, w ithout sub­ 
jecting him self to the 
cbarg- of ‘Free 
Trade.’ 
True, the Governm ent revenues 
m ight be reduced by makiDg the duties 
so high as to prevent im portations al­ 
together, but that is the other end ot the 
rod, which increases the taxes paid to pri- 
1 vate persons. 
If the first m ethod of reauc­ 
tion leads to free trade, the other leads to 
free plunder, which is worse. It is safe to 
» y that there is not a Senator in the body, 
or a m an in anyway prom inent in the 
councils of thu Republican party, who at 
one tim e or another has not adm itted the 
necessity of reducing taxes in order to stop 
the surplus. 
They are, therefore, free 
traders, and desire the ruin of industry and 
the demoralization of labor. 
“ The m inority respectfully subm it that 
they are Americans who supplant A m eri­ 
can labor with the labor of unnaturalized 
foreigners whenever they can be got cheap.” 
FREE WOOL. 
The m inority concludes the report as fol­ 
lows: 
W e are firmly convinced, that be­ 
sides the advantages to the whole country 
which would result from the placing o í 
wool upon the free list, it is easily dem on­ 
strable that each will reap h is ’share of 
benefit. 
W ith a consum ption of 60,000,000 
pounds ot raw wool in 1887 and a popula­ 
tion of 60,000,000, the average per capita 
consum ption is easily reckoned at ten 
pounds, or fifty pounds for an average 
family of five persons, and the N orthern 
farm er constantly exposed to the rigors of 
our winters, consumed som ething more 
than the average. 
It requires from three 
to four pounds to m ake a pound of cloth, 
so that from twelve to sixteen pounds of 
woolen clothing for the family, it will thus 
be seen, is a low average. This is now taxed 
from 55 to nearly 90 per cent. The m anu­ 
facturer Í3 not benefited, because his finished 
product comes into competition with a for­ 
eign product, made not only from untaxed 
wool, but of cheaper wool.’ If the tax be 
taken ofí wools we will im port more wools, 
of course, and in no other way cau our 
great factories prosper, because’their ca­ 
pacity is beyond our own wool production. 
W hen the factories are turning out more 
product the employes have steadier work 
and better wages, and indirectly, of course, 
the^whole country is benefited. 
Under the House bill the manufacturers, 
with free wool, will secure even higher 
competitive advantages over foreign pro­ 
ducts than under the present law. 
M anu­ 
facturers will export woolen goods as we 
now export cotton and leather, and the de­ 
m and for wool will be batter. 
The wool 
m arket will encourage increased produc­ 
tion, while the average wool-grower will 
reap from cheapened clothing more benefits 
than he ever did from the lax of his pro­ 
duct, which he m ust him self pay. The 
minority, therefore, dissenting from the re­ 
port of the majority, commend to the Sen­ 
ate and the country the bill of the House 
of Representatives as a m easure for the re­ 
duction of taxes based alike upon justice 
aud good policy.

I concur in the above report indorsing 
the House bill in respect to articles placed 
on the free list, but desire some modifica­ 
tion in the dutiable list. 
J. R M cP h e r so n . 
Senator Beck, in a supplem ental report, 
eulogizes the Mills bill, and says the effrct 
of the Senate substitute, iu every feature of 
it, is to increase the cost of goods to the 
hom e consum er and to close the m arkets 
of the world against im ports and exports as 
well, except, such as are really agricultural, 
and have to be sold abroad at any price 
they bring in free m arkets with competi­ 
tion. 


L in e ó le a M ilita ry S tu d y . 
I n the following from the October in­ 
stallm ent of Lincoln’s Life in the Century, 
the fact is brought out th at Lincoln was a 
serious student of m ilitary matters, even 
from a technical point of view : 
“A ll his 
[M cClellan’s] demands were complied w ith 
to the full extent of the power of the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Not only in a m aterial, but in a 
moral sense as well, the President gave him 
everything th at he could. 
In addition to 
th a t m ighty army, he gave him his fullest 
confidence and support. 
All through the 
autum u he stood by him, urging him in 
private to lose no time, but defending him 
in public against the popular im patience; 
and when w inter came on, and the voice of 
Congress, nearly unanimous in demanding 
active operations, added its authoritive 
tones to the clamor of the country, the 
President endangered his own popularity 
by insisting that the General should be 
allowed to tak e hisow n tim e for an advance. 
In the latter part of December, McClellan, 
as already stated, fell seriously ill, and 
the enforced paralysis of the arm y that 
resulted from this illness and lasted several 
weeks added a keener edge to the public 
anxiety. 
The President painfully appre­ 
ciated how much of justice there was in 
the general criticism , w hich he was doing 
all he could to allay, 
lie gave himself’ 
night and day’, to the study of the m ilitary 
situation. 
H e read a large num ber of 
strategical works. 
H e pored over the re­ 
ports from the various departm ents and 
districts of the field of war. 
H e held 
long conferences w ith em inent Generals 
and Admirals, and astonished them by the 
extent of iris special knowledge and the 
keen intelligence of his questions. 
H e at 
last convinced him self th at there was no 
necessity for any further d ela y ; th at the 
arm y of the Potomac was as nearly ready 
as it ever would be to take the field against 
the enem y; and, feeling th at lie could not 
wait any longer, on th e 10th of January, 
after calling at G eneral McClellan’s house 
and learning th at the G eneral was unable 
to see him , he sent for Generals McDowell 
and Franklin; wishing to take counsel with 
them in regard to tiie possibility of be­ 
ginning active operations w ith the arm y 
before W ashington. 


W ise W o rd s to P a r e n ts . 
“ W e m ust learn and practice ourselves 
what we want our children to learn and 
practice,” says the author of “ How to be 
H appy, Though M arried,” in 
his new 
book, “ The Five Talents of W oman,” just 
published by the Scribners. 
“ Some of us 
may have smiled satlly at the account of 
the poor young m other who wondered 
why her baby should be such a starveling, 
‘ when we give it a little of whatever we 
take ourselves—some red herring, a hit of 
cheese, a sup of beer ’—but too m any of us 
adm inister mental and moral diet quite as 
inappropriate. 
The num ber of babies 
born annually into the world is about 
43,000,000 ; daily, 117,808 ; per m inute, 80. 
It is sad to reflect how many of these help­ 
less little ones, who never asked to be born, 
are dragged up 
anyhow, rather than 
brought up as im mortal beings should lie. 
Above all, we should be truthful w ith our 
children. 
The popular practice of teach­ 
ing them to seem, instead of to fee, and of 
cultivating ‘company manners,’ destroys 
th e (rankness and 
transparent 
candor 
which constitute the great charm of child­ 
hood. N ever promise your child anything, 
either a bun or a beating, w ithout giving 
it. 
It is also very wrong for a m other to 
put all the disagreeable duty m correcting 
children upon the father and reserving all 
the jietting to herself. 
If she act the part 
of a guardian angel, to whom the children 
can run when reprim anded by th eir father, 
this selfishness does those whom she pro­ 
fesses to love great injury. 
T he children 
come to regard the father as a family bug­ 
bear, whereas w hat he does contrary to the 
wishes of the child may lie for its perm a­ 
nent good, and show far more real love 
than the weak indulgence of its mother.

CUILIHE OF THE MAJORITY REPORI. 


The report of tlie m ajority of tbe com­ 
m ittee subm itting the new tariff bill to 
the Senate lias been published. 
It is no 
hesitating or defensive document. 
It is 
aggressive, vigorous and clear. 
I t makes 
the point in the outset th a t the R epubli­ 
can party h.ts so repeatedly presented, 
th a t the surplus increase is due to the in ­ 
excusable failure of the Democratic ad­ 
m inistration to apply the national funds 
as bv law and duty commanded, and by their 
retention in the national vaults. 
I t will 
be remembered th at the order to apply the 
surplus funds to the discharge of national 
indebtedness was coolly disregarded by the 
Democratic adm inistration, until Congress 
by a sharp and rebuking resolution prodded 
the delinquents to action. 
The committee 
show th at w ithin the next four m onths it 
will be feasible to discharge in full the 
$221,000,000 debt represented by the 41 
per cent, bonds, which fall due in 1891. 
T he comm ittee agree w ith Mr. Cleveland 
th a t the accum m ulation of surplus funds 
in the Treasury constitutes a menace to 
business interests, and forecasts financial 
panic, but it jiointe out how they may be 
avoided by return of the money to the 
proper channels of trade. 
It is not proposed to withdraw the de­ 
posits in the national banks, for th at would 
precipitate disaster, but it is urged th a t 
the situation should not be aggravated by 
further deposits, nor should there continue 
any passiveness in disposing of the excess, 
over the current needs of the G overn­ 
ment, in the manner indicated by the law, 
The tariff question is then taken up. 
The argum ents advanced are scarcely sus­ 
ceptible of more concise statem ent. 
They 
m u4 be read 
w ith 
thoughtful delib­ 
eration and in full. T he comm ittee dwells 
w ith emphasis upon the patent fact that 
the enemies of the tariff do not make a 
direct assault w ith a view- to im m ediate 
leveling of the protective system, but that 
tiieir assault is one of approaches by detail 
—“ stealthy movements to accomplish de­ 
structive designs.” 
The committee charges that the M ills 
bill would really cause, if in force, an in ­ 
crease instead of a reduction of the rev­ 
enues by augm enting im portations. 
If, 
for instance, foreign manufactures in cot­ 
ton and wool secured one-fourth of the 
m arket held by our own jieople, the rev­ 
enue from the duty collected upon the in­ 
creased im portation would reach some 
$60,000,000 annually. 
O ther instances are 
cited to show th a t th e d rift of the M ills 
bill is to increase the volume of imports 
and the aggregate of revenue from duty 
collections. 
It is also pointed out th at the 
Democratic measure makes no provision 
for remedy in cases of undervaluation, and 
ntoteover th at the failure to classify duti­ 
able articles, and the vague, obscure and in 
volved passages, will m ake i t extrem ely 
difficult to ascertain to w hat classe articles 
tboukl be assigned. 
It is pointed out tliat the assault of the 
M ills bill will affect industries in the 
I nited States injuriously to the extent of 
at least $269,000,000, and aciect to their ill 
fully 1,250.000 persons, and-.fully 5,659,000 
others directly dependent for their pros­ 
perity upon such industries.

FRUITS, VEGETABLES, OIL. 


For the fiscal year 1887-8, ending Ju n e 
30th, Bordeaux, France, exported to the 
U nited States $370,165 ¿ 5 value of fruits 
and vegetables. 
This from a single dis­ 
trict may convey some idea of w hat would 
be the im portation should the drift and 
tendency of the Democratic party attain 
its ultim ate, and w hat would be the effect 
upon home production w ithout tariff'inter­ 
vention. 
T he same district sent to us in 
th at one year $1,131,024 04 of wines, $5,­ 
069 71 of vinegar, and $470,507 45 of 
prunes. 
Olive oil now pays a duty reve- 
une of $163,048 11. 
Bordeaux sent to us, 
according to Consul Kossevelt, in the period 
named, $176,305 12 w orth of olive oil. Mr. 
M ills’ bill puts olive oil ujion the free list. 
All the im ported olive oil in the period in­ 
dicated paid us a duty of $103,648 11. 
Now then, if the oil is free-listed, it will 
simply blot out tlie rapidly-growing olive 
culture of California. 
Though we make 
now as fine a strain of the oil as any for­ 
eign country, we do not make enough bet­ 
ter to shut out the foreign product by com­ 
petition alone. 
The Senate hill protects 
olive oil for its greatest uses, but puts it 
upon the free list for m anufacturing and 
mechanical purposes only, the object being 
to conserve m anufacturing, w hich will in­ 
crease the consumption of the home a rti­ 
cle for domestic purposes. 
W hen the tim e 
comes th at we produce sufficient for both 
uses, th e home com petition will then be 
sufficient to justify putting up, probably, a 
protective rate upon tlie im port for all 
purposes. 
W hy does the M ills bill absolutely free­ 
list olive oil ? because, responds its Demo­ 
cratic supporter, it is not fair to “tax” the 
East to aid a California industry. 
The 
Republican there joins issue w ith him, 
and replies th at the logic of th at argum ent 
brings tip in absolute free trade. 


THE WAR UPON THE SCALE. 


The K eco rd -U n io n presents this morn­ 
ing an exhaustive illustrated article upon 
the pest that is just now threatening the 
foliage and fruit trees of Sacramento—the 
cottony cushion scale. 
The preservation 
of these trees depends upon the vigilance 
and the prompt action of our people. It has 
been well said by our contemporary, tlie 
Citrograph, that the scale is not so difficult 
to keep out, but it is a task of greatest ex­ 
ertion to get it out when it once effects an 
entrance. 
One of the cuts in the article 
referred to gives a very correct idea of the 
appearance of the scale upon the tree, and 
will enable any one to readily identify it. 
There must be no hesitancy in applying 
remedies for the pest—what is to be done 
must be done now and with such vigor as 
to stop the march of the pest, and to erad­ 
icate it from the sections where the trees 
and shrubs are already assailed. 
There is 
reason to hope that nature will furnish a 
specific if aided by the art of man— that 
some vietor over the scale will appear as 
has so often been proven is the case with 
pest assaults. 
Indeed it is thought that 
the natural enemy of the scale Las already 
put in an appearance, but this is not pos­ 
itively determined. One thing is definitely 
ascertained, that artificial remedies must 
be applied, and that too without any 
farther procrastination. 
If wc put 
off 
eradication—even to the total destruction 
of the affected trees if need be— we will 
presently find the evil kus passed beyond 
the stage of control, and then the entire 
foliage and fruit-tree growth in tlie city, 
together with 
our 
shrubbery, w ill be 
destroyed.

M ajor C. H . H ubbard, a m em ber of the 
staff of the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Grand A rm y of the Republic, and delegate 
from California to the N ational Encam p­ 
m ent of the Grand A rm y which recently 
convened at Columbus, O., returned yester­ 
day m orning.

There was no extortion on 
the part of the hotels, or other public 
places, and a good meal could be had for 
twenty-five cents. 
During our stay in 
Columbus, we made an official visit to 
Governor Foraker and wife. 
He:e we 
were received by General Alger and wife, 
Mrs. John A. Logan, and Colonel Fred 
Grant and wife. IVe also paid our respects 
to General Sherm an, who gave us a hearty 
welcome, and said he always kept a warm 
corner in his heart 
for 
Califo’-nians.” 
“ Our fruit display,” said Mr. Hubbard, 
“ was a grand thing. 
The people fairly 
went wild over it.” 
He said that “a box 
of fruit would no sooner be opened, than 
tbe crowd would make a rush for it, and 
carry it all away.” 
In conclusion, Mr. 
Hubbard said “the California delegation 
had accomplished a good work for this 
section of the State, by interesting thousands 
of people in a few of the m any resources of 
Central and N orthern California.”

The ques­ 
tion then arises, Is the purchasing power of 
a dollar in tlie hands of an American 
workman tbe same, or is it more or less 
tiiun the purchasing (inwer of the equiva­ 
lent of a dollar in the hands of an English 
workman ? 
The answer Is : One dollar will buy more 
in the United fc.atesof such things as the 
workingman nsea than 4s ljd will in Eng­ 
land. Joseph 1). Weeks, in a letter pub­ 
lished in tlie Triumphart Democracy, savs : 
“ It ($1) will buy considerably more flour, 
more meat, provisions, bacon, ham, vege­ 
tables, eggs, butier, cheese, farm products 
of all kinds, tea. coffee, more oil. a little 
i iesa sugar, and, in many partH of the coun- 
, try, more fuel. 
As to dry goods and cloth­ 
' ing, it will buy more sheeting, shirting, 
prints and calicoes, and as much of any 
kind of clothing, such as workingmen 
wear, but in some cases less.”

KEEP IT IP .

M ovem ent 
R ight D irection, 
For some time G. E. Brand, one of the 
managers of the Orange Vale Colonization 
Company, has been developing a plan and 
securing the co-operation of the railroad 
companies, whereby the people in the East 
who have been educated by our news­ 
papers, advertising matter and general 
correspondence to come to California, will 
be brought directly to Sacramento instead 
of Los Angeles and San Diego, as hereto­ 
fore, and has completed arrangements for a 
series of excursions to leave the East every 
two weeks for 
Sacramento, and 
come 
through from Chicago without change of 
cars and sleeping berths, and a porter will be 
furnished by the railroad companies free of 
charge, and the parties organized to come 
directly to Sacramento, provided our peo­ 
ple will send a competent lecturer there to 
explain the resources and advantages offered 
by the Sacramento valley, 
i he plan has 
been presented by W. R. Hawley, of Alsip 
& Co., and Mr. Brand, to the real estate and 
business men of the city and has received 
their hearty approval. A meeting is called 
at the office of E. Alsip & Co. for Saturday, 
at 1:30 p. m., to arrange the details and pro­ 
vide for the support of the work during the 
season. This is deemed a practical and 
direct way of securing our just share of the 
emigration which is coining to California, 
and which, heretofore, by the direct exer­ 
tions of the Los Angeles excursion men, 
has gone directly there, and but few have 
come back here to examine into the merits 
of Centrai California. Our business men 
should attend this meeting and give the 
effort their hearty support, which, if practi­ 
cally handled, will result in bringing a large 
influx of Eastern people to our city during 
the winter, and many wili remain as per­ 
manent settlers. 


Dr. N ourse’g L ecture, 
Sacramento seldom offers a lecturer a 
larger or more select and representative 
audience than that which greeted Dr. 
Nourse at the Congregational Church last 
n ig h t; and the speaker was worthy of it. 
The burly John, who had had twelve hun­ 
dred years in which to grow fat; the lank 
Jonathan, who is yet in the stripling stage 
of youth : the English matron, substantial, 
dignified, m otherly; the American girl, 
who could harness a horse, ride bare-back, 
fire a rifle, do the week’s washing if she 
liked, though she seldom 
liked; the 
English lion, king of beasts, whose roar 
shook the nations ; and the American 
eagle, king of birds, whose circling flight 
held the 
world 
in 
admiration, were 
the 
pleasing 
forms 
under 
which 
the 
lecturer 
introduced 
his 
subject. 
In treatment the lecture was broad, simple, 
humorous and dramatic, the argument se­ 
rious and weighty. The aim of the lec­ 
turer in presenting the characteristics of 
the two nations is to soften prejudice and 
bring the two great English-speakiDg peo­ 
ple closer together. If Englishmen are 
ignorant of the extent of our territory and 
the relation of its parts, we no less fall to 
comprehend the magnitude of the English 
population. At our present rate of increase 
thirteen hundred years will yet be required 
to give the density of the present English 
population. The sneaker also dwelt upon 
our debt to England, comprised in our na­ 
tional spirit, language, literature, common 
law, religion. In a masterly way he stated 
the 
offset. 
The spirit 
of 
American 
freedom now animates the British people 
and manifests itself in the popular fran­ 
chise ; the free education of all children, 
first undertaken in the United States, has 
been adopted by the British Government, 
under the pressure of American precedent, 
until now the road is clear from the alpha­ 
bet to the highest honors ol the university. 
He pleaded lor kindly sentiment for the 
mother country. We held stronger preju­ 
dices against her than against any other 
people, and yet while politicians were 
trimming 
their 
sails 
for 
the 
Ger­ 
man vote, the French vote aud the 
Irish 
vote, 
none 
ever 
sought 
the 
English vote. W hy? Because, though there 
were in this country nearly half a million 
more English born American citizens than 
Irish born, there was not one English vote 
among them all. 
The English settler be­ 
came at once an American citizen with no 
British reservation. 
The lecture was lis­ 
tened to with intense interest throughout, 
and at the end of an hour and fif;y minutes 
the audience reluctantly left the church. 
Mr. Nourse will lecture again, at the 
same place, this evening, giving his cele­ 
brated lecture, “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde." 
All who 
heard 
him 
last 
night will 
certainly do so to-night. The San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle ol yesterday, sneaking of 
the 
lecture to be delivered 
to-night, 
said 
of 
its 
delivery 
in 
that 
city: 
“ No secular address from the platform 
there was ever more enjoyed. Robert Louis 
Stevenson’s famous story was given in 
synopsis from the objective point of view. 
Then the lecture began—powerful, elo­ 
quent, thoughtful—with the te x t: ‘ It de­ 
pends on the man.’ The dual nature of 
humanity was discussed, and the effect of 
evil influences on the grosser side was 
effectively told. The subjective side of the 
story was taken up, and with forceful 
dramatic vigor the lecturer presented Mr. 
Hyde's view of Dr Jekyll to the audience.” 


A nother Factory. 
The managers of the Hartman Manu­ 
facturing Company, of Beaver Falls, Pa., 
have written to L. P. Gilman & Co., of this 
city, stating that their increasing trade in 
steel picket fences makes it necessary for 
them to establish a factory on the Pacific 
coast. 
They think Sacramento a good 
point for carrying on the business and de­ 
sire to find someone here who would take 
an interest in it. It is a matter well worth 
looking into, and it is to be hoped that 
someone will take hold of it. It is under­ 
stood that the Eastern company will take 
most of the stock, but would want some­ 
one here to take enough for a guarantee 
that the business would be properly at­ 
tended to. It appears that the idea is" rap­ 
idly spreading that Sacramento will in the 
future be the great manufacturing center of 
this coast, and everything possible should 
be done by our citizens to make it so. No 
opportunity should be allowed to pass that 
promises the establishment here of any 
manufacturing industry. 


After the G eese. 
Yesterday morning Hal. Stevens and 
H arry Hawley, two well-known young 
men of this city, left for Butte creek, Colusa 
county, on a hunting expedition. It is said 
that the ducks and geese are beginning to 
appear in great numbers around the creek, 
and as both of the above-mentioDed boys 
are excellent shots, there are fine prospects 
ol a big slaughter. They propose to remain 
a week, and possibly longer, if the shooting 
bolds oat. Arthur Arnold and George 
Macfessel will leave to-day for the same 
place and join the other two.

MILITARY SOTES. 


I n s p e c tio u s of th e C o m p a n ie s — T a rg e t 1 
P r a c tic e a n d O th e r M a tte rs . 
The staff officers of this Brigade, or five 
of them at least, will have something to 
keep them fully occupied for the next two 
months if they enter heartily into the spirit 
of General Orders No. 6, which they no 
doubt will. The intention of the order is 
to give every assistance and encouragement 
to the officers and the various companies 
with the view chiefly of securing a large 
attendance at the weekly drills. This ac­ 
tion is to put into practice the recommenda­ 
tion of the Brigade Commander in the bi­ 
ennial report just published by General 
Orton, which is to the effect that if a full 
attendance can be secured at the weekly 
drills, the little and great delects to which 
attention is called will be remedied. Cap­ 
tains of companies will feei encouraged to 
go on in the good work, aud the taxpayers 
will feel that they are spending their money 
to some purpose in fostering the National 
Guard. The general order referred to is as 
follows: 
Companies A, B, E, G and H, of the First Ar­ 
tillery Regiment will be informally visited every 
drill night durine the months of October and 
November, 1888, by staff'officers of the Brigade 
in fatigue uniform, who will note the number 
present at drill, the name of the officer in com­ 
m and, if the drill is by squad, company or both, 
and it each company has its complement of cap­ 
able non-commissioned officers. 
Said staff- officers will procure from the com­ 
pany commander a list of names ot members of 
such company who habitually absent them ­ 
selves from dull, personally visit such members 
and their employers at as early a date as possi­ 
ble after the receipt of this order, and ascertain 
the cause of their neglect of sworn duty. The 
officer will use all his influence with such negli­ 
gent member, and endeavor to convince him 
that it is clearly his duty as a man of honor to 
faithfully attend the weekly drills for the term 
for which t e enlisted, and to impress upon him 
the disgrace which a dishonorable discharge 
carries with it if he should be court-martialed. 
The officers detailed will report to these head­ 
quarters prior to December 10,1888, the results 
of their supervision aud personal appeal in se­ 
curing a better attendance, and the co-operation 
of company officers is earnestly solicited in this 
work. 
Tl: detail for this special service is its follows; 
Majcr H. Weinstoek. Company A. Tuesdays; 
Major C. 8. Houghton, Company'B. Wednesdays; 
Major W. H. Sherbnrn. Company E, Thursdays; 
Major C. H. Hubbard, Company G, Mondays; 
Captain M. J. Dlllman, Company H, Fridays.' 
The work of these officers commences 
this week, and it is hoped that good results 
will follow. 
The annual target practice is over, and 
as far as heard from Company G, of the 
First Artillery, carried oft the honors as 
usual, both in the matter of winning the 
champion gold medal aud in the highest 
percentage for the entire company. This 
is d o d o u b t the best shooting company in 
the State, and lias been for several years. 
The officers and men deserve the distinc­ 
tion this gives them. They have spent 
more of their own money for eight years 
past in target practice than peihajo all of 
the companies n the State combined, and 
if it were not J<-r the frequent change in 
membership, and consequently the loss of 
many first-class shots, it would push any 
company in the United States to beat it at 
the butts. The percentage made by the 
company this year was beaten six'years 
ago, when, out of a membership of 66, the 
average was some 631 per cent., with two 
of the best shots in the company counted 
as missing, on account of absence or sick­ 
ness. It has been suggested that the staff 
of the Commander-in-Uhief and the various 
brigade staffs offer a handsome trophy to 
the 25 or 30 men in any company in the 
State doing the best shooting, under the 
same rules as governed in the annual 
practice. If any company in the State de­ 
sires to put up coin in addition, they can 
no doubt be accommodated by Company 
G and its friends. 
The annual meeting of the Officers’ As­ 
sociation will be held in San Francisco 
December 3d. when 
action preparatory 
to the meeting of the Legislature will be 
had. The meeting will be followed by a 
banquet. 
The next battalion drill of the regiment 
will take place Tuesday evening, October 
9th. It has been noticed for some time 
that the privilege of the galleries to the 
public has been abused by the noise made 
and the applause and jeers as the spirit 
moved the gods in the gallery. If contin­ 
ued the public will not be admitted. The 
regiment is not giving an exhibition drill 
on these occasions. It is there to learn. 
It does not claim to be perfect, and if it is 
any pleasure to the public to see the drills, 
it is welcome, but proper decorum m ust be 
maintained. It is*settled that dancing will 
take place after these drills and no member 
of the regiment who does not participate in 
the drills will be allowed to dance. 
Several of the old members of Company 
G, whose time had expired about a year 
ago, left the company then, but now find 
that they cannot keep away from the old 
“stand by.” and are going to enlist agaiD. 
Among the number are ex-Lieutenants 
Maurice H . Sheehan and Peter Flaherty 
and also M. J. Holland, a member of the 
company almost from its organization. 
The boys of the cadet company will hear 
with regret the announcement of Captain 
Wiseman's rts'gnation, on account of busi­ 
ness matters, which were so pressing that 
he felt that he could not properly attend to 
both. 
Sergeants Henry S. Linnell and Edgar M. 
Sheehan of the cadets have been trans­ 
ferred to Company G. 
The happiest officer in the Brigade is 
Lieutenant \V. R, Ormsby ol C ilonel 
Guthrie's staff. 
He expected to make ten 
goose eggs at the annual she ot, but sur­ 
prised himself and friends by making a 
very good score. 


CORPORAL SH EEH A N ’S SCOBE. 
The following communication is self- 
explanatory: 
Eds. Record-Union : Ordinarily the best 
way of replying to articles in newspapers 
that are of a slanderous nature, is to give 
them no reply at all. 
But since the publi­ 
cation in the Examiner of last Monday of 
the article reflecting upon the genuineness 
of the score of Corporal Sheehan, of Com­ 
pany G, First Artillery Regiment, who 
made 48 out of a possible 59 (the highest 
yet made), I deem it my duty, in justice 
to Mr. Sheehan, his company and the 
markers, as well as to myself, to say that 
it was my pleasure, as well as duty, to act 
as score keeper forCompanyG at its annual 
target sbooling, and that the score, as pub­ 
lished, was absolutely cot'rect. The mark­ 
ers were the same that had been on duty 
several hours, and of a necessity it was 
utterly impossible for them to tell* who the 
men were who were firing, as they could 
not distinguish men’s faces at such a dis- 
tam;e, and being almost every moment con­ 
fined to the bulkhead, and as at times as 
manv as five firers were up at one titue.it 
would be out of the question for the mark­ 
ers to pick on one man and help him out 
by marking him up. 
I paid particular at­ 
tention to Corporal Shpehan’s shooting and 
to the markers on his shots, because I 
knew of his being a crack shot, and 
as he started off with a bull’s-eye, knowing 
some one would rise up to dispute the 
fenuineness of it, I was the more careful, 
do not believe that anyone residing in 
Sacramento would questiom my honesty 
in this matter, and I have such a firm 
conviction of this that I deem it necessary 
to say that this is not written for the bene­ 
fit of the National Guardsmen of this vi­ 
cinity, but elsewhere. Before casting any 
reflections upor a man’s character of whom 
they know nothing, I wonld tender this 
advice: “ Inquire first into the suspicioned 
one’s reputation and character, and if you 
find that he would be open to charges of 
dishonesty as you have imputed to me, go 
further and ask for an official investiga­ 
tion.” For a verification of what I have 
said and the accuracy of my score-keeping. 
I refer all comers to Colonel Perrie Kewen, 
Assistant Adjutant-General, who whs pres­ 
ent when Corporal Sheehan was shooting. 
I shall only say “ Corporal Sheehan fairly 
and squarely made 48 points,” and say r.o 
more through the newspapers and be ac­ 
countable in future to my superior officers 
alone.

J. H. Pettifor, of England, made a very 
brilliant “(•cerli before the Home Market 
Club in Boston, in the course of which he 
said: Now, the conclusion that 1 have 
come to is--and thus far the Gabden Club 
and every other association agrees with us 
—that there is something radically wrong 
with the trade and the business and the 
eonirr.croe of Englawl, Ireland and Scot­ 
land. 
There is ■something wrong with 
every branch of industry, and, more es­ 
pecially, with th " rrreatesl industry of all, 
tb • industry of agriculture. 
There is, so 
to speak, ir. the «id couu .ry, just as we arc 
told in the big took that there was in the 
old days, a famine in tie? land. There is a 
famine in England of the very worst kind, 
a famine not of food, because the feed is 
wonderiuiiy cheap it; the old country, but 
a worse famine than a famine of food, and 
that is 
l FA MI XL OF MONEY. 
Tliere is a famine of work and a famine 
of wages, a famine of the purchasing power 
of the working classes of the country. That 
is the worst famine that you can ever pos­ 
sibly have in any country, and that is the 
famine that is existing in England from 
one end to the other. 
At the last Trades 
Union Congress before this, Mr. Abra­ 
hams, one of the workingmen’s members of 
Parliament,-stated, and no man is better 
qualified than he to know, that there were 
then HOO.OOO wage-workers of Great Brit­ 
ain altogether out of employment—men, 
women and young persons of botli sexes. 
You can make a sum of that, or our friend 
(Professor Mohr) can make a sum of it on 
his white sheet here, and can reckon up 
that, on an average, every one of those 
900,000 would support at least three per­ 
sons if fully employed. 
You will find that 
it comes to over 2,500,000 people alto­ 
gether without the 
purchasing power. 
What is the use of talking about the 
cheapness of an article to such people as 
that? 
This has brought about in England 
something that 1 think is happening cer­ 
tainly for the first time in the history of 
the country, and almost for the first time 
in the hii tory of any country, and that isa 
falling oil' in 


THE AMOUNT OF FOOD 
That the people are eating, a falling off of 
a vast sum of food per head of the popula­ 
tion. 
That is a most extraordinary thing, 
and I wili tell you just how it is working. 
A red-hot. free trade paper, the Financial 
Review Almanack, tells us that, comparing 
the year 1880 and the year 1S86, the peo­ 
ple in Great Britain have consumed per 
head three ounces less of butter, twenty- 
five pounds less wheaten flour, twenty- 
three pounds less potatoes and four pounds 
less rice. 
Now, two pounds less wheat 
don’t look very much in the course of 
twelve months, but we must remember 
that the great falling oil' in the consump­ 
tion of wheat, potatoes and rice is not 
amongst the upper class, is not amongst 
the middle class, is not amongst the peo­ 
ple who are in constant employment, but 
the reduction in the consuming power of 
the people who are making short time for 
less wages. 
W hen you come to put it 
amongst that 2,500,000 it is a vast reduc­ 
tion in the amount of food consumed by 
those people. 
That is just what is taking place in Eng­ 
land to-day. 
It is taking place amongst 
the carpenters, the furaiture-makers, the 
jewelers, the glass-workers, the silk-work- 
ers, and more especially amongst the agri­ 
cultural portion of the community. 
The 
agricultural land is being turned from ara­ 
ble land into pasture land ; and what does 
that mean? 
It means sending every year 
thousands upon thousands of the farming 
hands out of the agricultural districts into 
the large towns. 


ENGLISH WAGE EARNERS. 
If you were now in the vicinity in 
which I live, if you were there at this very 
time and— I suppose it is somewhere about 
half past two in the old country—you 
would find, if you 
walked along the 
Thames embankment if you went and 
looked in any of the recesses on any of the 
bridges, if you went in any place where 
there was a little hit of waste ground, or 
where there was a doorstep that anybodv 
could sit down on—you would find ii fully 
occupied. 
You would find people who 
had been there as early as half past 
eight, some of them even earlier than that, 
there purjiosely to get some place where 
they could pass the night. 
None of these 
people are regular London “cadgers,” as 
we say. They are not professional beggars. 
You could walk up and down there all 
night, and you would never find a man or 
a woman who would hold out a hand. 
They are workingmen, with their wives, 
and, in many eases, young children, out of 
work, seeking employment, and most of 
them come up out of the agricultural 
districts. 
That is not a very good thing 
for the people who come up or for the 
people in the large towns to which they 
come. 
5Ye in the towns don’t care how 
many come up to look for work if they 
can only find work when they come, but 
we don't want men to come up and swell 
the already crowded market. 
W hat has done this? 
It is as simple as 
can be. I won’t trouble you with any Board 
of Trade returns, but we can see it "for our­ 
selves. 
If a carpenter goes to seek em­ 
ployment, where a new building is being 
erected, he don’t want any Board of Trade 
official to tell him why he cannot get em­ 
ployment when lie sees wagon and a wagon 
load of Swedish doors and sashes and win­ 
dow frames and moldings and every arti­ 
cle that he can make, or ought to make, 
being brought into the country cheaper 
than he can possibly produce "it. 
That 
shows what is throwing him out of work. 


THE SILK INDUSTRY. 
The carpenter sees that it is foreign 
wood work. 
The furniture-inaker sees 
that it is the importation of such things 
as these Austrian l»ent wood chairs thht 1 
see such a great many of in this city. The 
silk-worker finds that at least 10,000,000 
pounds of manufactured silk comes into 
England every twelve months, and that k 
the reason why the silk-worker of England 
is in such a terribly depressed state. 
The 
silk industry, which in America to-day is 
one of the most flourishing industries, is 
the one, above all others, which is the 
most depressed in .England, and, as far as 
I can learn, the only difference between the 
industries in the two countries is protec­ 
tion in the one and free trade in the other. 
I have been reading p. great derl in some 
papers that the protectionist is challenged 
to prove how free trade.brings dosrn wages 
and how can protection taise wages. Well, 
I am not going to prove that by.figures, 
but 1 will tell you exactly how "it works, 
and will show von. I think clearly, that 
England’s system os' free trade does bring 
•down the wages o f that country. 
I will 
toll you what is happening iu almost ev ery 
stop, factory and warehouse from one end 
of England to the other, and what Las 
happened to me time afier time in my o*rn 
particular trade. 
The foreman brings into 
the shop an article iltat has been bough; 
in I-ranee or Germany «r Belgium. 
He 
brings it to the man who is working by 
the piece on that article— I have had it 
done to tne many and man* a time—and 
he puts it down in front o f the man and 
says: 
“ Y ou have so much for making 
each of those articles. 
We can buy them 
for so much per cent, less from the for­ 
eigner than we can possibly turn them out 
as long as we continue to pay you those 
wages. 
You union men can please your­ 
self’’—because we have a strong trades 
union—“ whether you go down in your 
wages or not, but we can please ourselves 
whether we buy the article off you or buy 
it off' a foreigner.” 
W hat position does 
that put our trades union ¿n, strong as we 
are ? 
Helpless at such a staie of things as 
that. 
We are compelled to co.’ne down to 
the price that the foreigner can make the 
article at or else the foreigner gets fbe job 
of making the article and we have Jfo go 


without the work. 
I 
want to know Í 
whether free importation brings down the , 
. wage- in suth a case ?.s that. 
They say, 
“ iYotection has not raised the wages in 
this country.” 
But protection iias stopped 
the wages from coming down in such a 
way as they come down in the old coun­ 
country. 
Protection has stopped the fore­ 
men it; this country from bringing in an 
article and putting it down in front of the 
Amerb tt worknan in that way. (A voice, 
“ That ■ so,” and applause.) 
RETALIATION. 
The Chairman said something about 
wool, end I could hardly help smiling 
when ho spoke ol it, because they tell us 
that history repeats itself. 
1 hear people 
say, and t heard people talking about it on 
; the ship, “ If we only thought it was a 
I question of free trade and protection, we 
would be dead against free trade ; but it is 
not free trade at all. 
It is only a little 
tariff 
reform.” 
[Laughter.] 
When 
Richard Cobden and his people—and I 
I believe they were actuated at that time by 
: the very best of motives—first began to 
■ attack the protectionist policy of England, 
; they were not free traders at all. 
They 
j would have scorned the very idea of being 
j called free traders. 
What did they go in 
; for? 
At the very first start—and you will 
read it in the history of the Cobden Club, 
1 believe, or in the history of Cobden’s 
movement—they did not go iu even for 
takin the duty oil wheat. 
They agitated 
for a fixed duty of 8 per cent, a quarter, 
anil they were t > be satisfied when they 
had that. 
They got the fixed duty of 
8 per cent, a quarter, and then what did 
do ? 
They did not form an anti-wool tax 
league, but they formed an anti-corn tax 
league. 
They never said a word about 
manufactured articles. They didn't want to 
frighten the manufacturers away or the 
workingmen and the artisans in the large 
towns. 
They wanted them on their side, 
They did not say, “ Let the wool come in 
cheap and then you can get the woolen 
articles that you want 
a 
great 
deal 
cheaper and we will never touch your 
t r a d e h u t they said, “ Let the corn come 
in entirely free and you will get your loaf 
so much cheaper, and we will never inter­ 
fere with your trade. 
W e will give you 
our word for that.” 
The manufacturing 
industries helped them and subscribed at 
one meeting as much as £ 611,000 to get the 
tax taken oft' the wheat. 
They took the 
tax off' the wheat, as these people want to 
take the tax off the wool, and what hat>- 
pened then ? 
Exactly what will happen 
in this country. 
The farmer looked at it 
as the dog in the manger looked in the 
old times and as everybody will look at a 
thing of this sort. 
lie said: “ You have 
taken the duty off my wheat, and now I 
am going to try all I can to take the duty 
off your manufactured articles.” 
[A p­ 
plause.]) 
Then Cobden began to play on 
another string. 
He used for his purposes 
all the farmers and all the agricultural 
laborers, and lie said—-just exactly as I see 
in some papers here— “ W hy should you 
pay so much more for your plow and your 
pick and shovel than you would have to 
do if you had foreign competition ?” They 
agreed, and they struck it all ofl’ the man­ 
ufactured articles. 
You have got to be 
very careful, not of the man who carries 
the great big sledge-hammer, but that you 
don’t let the man who carries “the wedge 
get the thin edge in. 
Mr. Pettier then 
took up the question of 
THE CONDITION OF IRELAND, 
Showing that, under protection, her indus­ 
tries were prosperous, while under free 
trade they were practically crushed out. 
The English manufacturer said to the 
Irish manufacturer: “ We can manufact­ 
ure so much cheaper than you that you 
had better give up the business and let us 
do it for you, while you turn your labor 
anto another 
line.” 
So 
the 
people 
turned to agriculture, but then came in 
the American and said : 
“ We can raise 
wheat and corn and cattle cheaper than 
y o u ; give it up, and turn your attention 
elsewhere.” 
But where could they turn ? 
Only to protected America. 
[Applause.] 
In closing, the speaker said that free trade 
was well enough as r. theory. 
There was 
nothing to ho aid against it as a theory. 
The trouble was that there was no such 
thing as putting it into practice, like lots 
of other theories.

Tigers and Snakes. 
There seems to he little danger of ele­ 
phants and tigers becoming extinct in In­ 
dia, notwithstanding 
the Government’s 
offer of a bounty. 
In 1886 there were 
seven wild elephants killed, and they in 
turn killed 57 men, while there were 
1,464 tigers killed by hunters, and the 
tigers killed 928 human beings. 
Alto­ 
gether in that year 2,707 people were de­ 
voured by wild beasts, and 22,417 wild 
beasts of the man-eating order were killed 
by the hunters and natives. 
This gives a 
balance in favor of the natives, but when 
the domestic cattle are taken into account 
the elephants, tigers, leopards and hyenas 
have the best showing, for in addition to 
the 2,707 human beings they also de­ 
voured 55,023 cattle. 
The snakes of In­ 
dia make a good showing, killing 22,134 
human beings and 2,514 cattle. 
Iiut in 
return the natives took revenge on the 
snakes by killing 417,596 venomous reptiles 
during the year. 
In the Province of Ben­ 
gal alone 10,000 people annually die from 
snake bites, and the 417,596 snakes killed 
in ludia in 1886 all belonged to that prov­ 
ince. 
The hunters who are worrying over 
the extinction of wild game may console 
themselves by emigrating to India.

MILLET’S MORAL COURAGE. 


H ow th o G reat F a in te r K e p t T ru e to H is 
A rt an d “ C onfession o f F a ith ” 
In 1859 he finished the “Angelus,” 
which as a record of one of his earliest im­ 
pressions was especially dear to him. 
H e 
asked Sensier, who came to see the picture, 
what he thought of it, 
“Why, it is the 
Angelus,” exclaimed his friend, “you can 
hear the hells!” 
M illet was satisfied. 
It 
had been his endeavor to give the music 
of the distant church bells in these bended 
figures of peasants who leave oil’ work to 
pray at the sound of the Ave Maria. 
But 
it was months before the “Angelus” found 
a purchaser. 
Since M illet’s death it has 
changed hands again and been sold for 
£8,000. 
The same year he completed “La 
Mort et le Bucheron,” a subject taken 
from La Fontaine’s fable of the worn-out 
wood-cutter calling for death to ease him 
of his burden, and shrinking back in hor­ 
ror when his prayer is heard and the grim 
skeleton appears. 
This picture, on which 
M illet had spent infinite pains, was re­ 
jected by the Salon. 
He felt the blow 
keenly, and saw in the decision of the jury 
an attempt to crush his art, 
“They wish 
to drive me into their drawing-room art,” 
he said. 
“No, no, a peasant I was born 
and a peasant I w ill die ; 1 will say what 
1 feel and paint things as I see them.” He 
found able defenders in Alexandre Dumas 
and M. Paul Mantz, but his art was too 
new, too original for the Parisian world. 
Even his friends deplored his excess of 
austerity, and complained that he deliber­ 
ately chose ugly and repulsive types. C’orct, 
who knew him personally, frankly owned 
that he saw great knowledge and style in 
M illet’s pictures, but that they frightened 
him. 
H e was reproached on all sides as a 
demagogue, a Saint Simonis. 
The inso­ 
lence of his foes waxed fiercest round his 
“ Homme a la Hue,” when that picture 
was exhibited in the Salon in 1803. 
It 
was then that he wrote the famous letter 
which Sensier calls his confession of faith : 
“ The gossip about my ‘ Homme a la 
H u e’ seems tom e all very strange 
Is 
it impossible to admit that one can have 
some sort of an idea in seeing a man de­ 
voted to gaining his bread by the sweat of 
his brow ? 
They tell me that I see no 
charms in the country. 
I see much more 
than charms— I see infinite glories. 
I see 
as well as they do the little flowers of 
which Christ said that Solomon in all his 
glory was rot arrayed like one of these. 
I see the aureoles of dandelions and the 
sun spreads out beyond the world its glory 
in the clouds. 
But I see as well, in the 
plain, the steaming horses at work, and, in 
a rock place, a man, all worn out, whose 
‘ban ’ has been heard since morning, and 
who tries to straighten himself a moment 
and breathe. 
The drama is surrounded by 
beauty. 
It is not my invention. 
This 
‘ cry of the ground ’ has been heard long 
ago. 
My critics are men of taste and edu­ 
cation, but I cannot put myself in their 
shoes, and, as I have never seen anything 
but fields since I was born, I try to say as 
best I can what 1 saw and felt when I was 
at work.”— Nineteenth Century.

age is done. 
Wood-peekers are great enemies of the 
borers ; they never make a mistake about 
the place in which to dig. 
Pity men do 
not allow them the freedom of the or­ 
chards. 
Pick up and destroy all fallen fruit un­ 
der plum, apple and [leach trees, and by so 
doing destroy hosts of curculio and eodlin- 
moth larva'. 
Look for certain forms of the hot or 
breeze-fiies this month; the adults of some 
species are now ready to deposit eggs. 
Clean culture destroys many hiding- 
places 
of 
injurious 
insects. — Prairie 
Fanner. 


A dhesive O u allties ol O nions. 
Paper pasted, gummed or glued on to 
metal, especially if it has a bright surface, 
usually comes off on the slightest provo­ 
cation, leaving the adhesive material on 
the back of the paper, with a surface 
bright and slippery as ice. 
The cheaper 
description of clock dials are printed cn 
paper and then stuck on zinc, but for years 
the difficulty was to get the paper and 
metal to adhere. 
It is, however, said to 
be now overcome by dipping the metal 
into a strong and hot solution of washing 
soda, afterward rubbing perfectly dry with 
a clean rag. 
Onion juice is then applied 
to the surface of the metal, and the label 
pasted and fixed in the ordinary way. 
It 
is said to be almost impossible to separate 
paper and metal thus joined. 
Probably 
metal show-tablets might be successfully 
treated in the same manner.— Scicntijic 
American.

DESTRUCTIVE PEST. 


THE 
COTTONY 
CUSHION 
SCALE 
INTESTINO OUR CITY. 


Inform ation and Illustrations o f the 
Insect Enem y T hreatening Trees 
and F oliage o f Sacram ento. 


In a recent article by the weli-known 
entomologist, D. W. Coquillet, now resid­ 
ing at Los Angeles, concerning the cottony 
cushion or white scale, he said: 
No greater enemy to the successful grow­ 
ing of citrus fruits exists in this State than 
the subject of this article: while it does 
not at once kill the infested trees, it soon 
reduces their vitality to such a degree 
as to render them unproductive. 
The 
• health and vigor of these scale pests keep 
I apace with the health and vigor of the 
j trees they 
infest; 
the more vigorous 
j the tree, the more vigorous will be the 
scale insects that infest it, and in propor­ 
tion as the tree loses its health and vigor, 
in the same proportion will the scale in­ 
sects infesting it become less healthy and 
vigorous. 
I have seen orange 
trees that two years ago, when 
first infested with these in­ 
sects, bore an abundant crop of 
large fine oranges, while at 
the present writing the small, 
stunted fruit they bear in strag­ 
gling clusters is hardly worthy 
of being called hv the name 
of oranges; and the insects in 
r,- 
, festing these 
trees are smaller 
9' 
in size and less vigorous in 
their actions than were those of two years 
ago. 
The natural history of this pest may be 
briefly stated as follows: The eggs are of a 
deep orange yellow color and elongated oval 
in form, as outlined in Fig. 1, measuring 
a little over one-thirtieth of an inch in 
length. They are deposited in a mass of 
cottons' matter, secreted by the female, as 
showu in Fig. '2, where the dark objects 
represent 
the females and the white, 
ribbed, mass attached to each is the cottony

sack containing the eggs. 
The secreting 
of this cottony matter and depositing of 
the eggs proceed continuously until all of 
the eggs—numbering from 800 to over 
1,000—have been deposited, after which 
the female perishes. 
Jn the hottest part 
of the summer season not more than one 
or two dozen eggs have been deposited by 
the female before those first deposited be­ 
gin to hatch out, but in the colder part of 
the year frequently eight or nine hundred 
are deposited before t ho:e first deposited 
hatch out. 
The time required by the fe­ 
male for depositing her eggs varies accord­ 
ing to the season, in the summer season 
requiring about three months. 
In the 
hottest part of tlte summer the eggs hatch

in a week or so after being deposited by 
the female, but in the colder portion of 
the year this period is extended to five or 
six weeks. 
The young female larva, after issuing 
from the egg, is of a reddish-yellow color, 
and of the form shown in Fig. 3; the eyes, 
antenna^ and legs are blackish and the an­ 
tenna? are six-jointed, with the third joint 
no longer than those on cither side of it. 
On the under side of the body, between 
the first and second pairs of legs, is a low 
tubercle, from the apex of which issue 
three bristle-like organs which constitute 
the beak of the insect, by the use of which

food is obtained. This ! eak is present 
during the entire life of the female. After 
increasing somewhat in size, the larva casts 


off its old skin and appears in a new and 
more commodious one; its body is now 
broader, as in Fig. 4; the third joint of 
the antenna- is full twice as long as those 
on either side of it, as shown in magnified 
view of one of the antenna- in Fig.4. After 
casting the skin the second time the body 
becomes still broader, as shown in Fig. 
5, and each antenna- has gained three 
additional 
joints, 
being 
now 
nine- 
jointed. 
After easting the -kin for the 
third and last time the female appears as 
in Fig. 6, which gives a view of the ma­ 
ture female as seen from above and before 
the secreting of the cottony egg-mass 
shown in Fig. 2 has commenced; tiie an­ 
tenna- are now eomjiosed of eleven joints as 
shown in Fig. 6. 
By referring to this fig-

ure it will he noticed that there is a row 
of tubercles or prominences around the 
edge of the hind part of the body, while 
just inside of the»e is a second row of smaller 
prominences, forming a low ridge which is 
broken at the hind end of the body. 
A 
short distance inside of this break isa deep 
impression, in (he bottom of which is situ­ 
ated the secretory poie out of which the 
honey dew is expelled. 
This is given 
forth in form of a limited globule which 
falls upon any object that may happen to 
be beneath the insect, sometimes adhering 
to neighboring objects 
and hardening, 
somewhat resembling white rock-candy, 
both in appearance and taste. 
Il these insects were constructed for any 
one particular purpose more than another, 
it is for tlie purpose of destroying the trees 
or plants they infest, and the possession of 
this secretory jiore aids them not a little 
in their work of destruction, since they 
are enabled to extract a much larger quan­ 
tity of the sap than is actually needed 
for their nr>urb;h:i'.r?ri, tR 
ng oil the

surplus in the form of honey dew. This 
latter lorms a nidus or receptacle for the 
spores of the common black fungus or 
smut, and trees badly infested with these 
insects become more covered with this 
funmis than when infected by any other 
kind of insect. 
In relation to this black 
smut it may be interesting to note that on 
page sixty-eight of the fourth volume of a 
narrative of an 
exploring 
expedition, 
Captain Charles Wilkes states that some 
of the orange trees in the Sandwich Is­ 
lands ‘‘were covered with a black smut 
produced by a species of aphis.” 
This 
work was published in the year 1845, and 
the above is the earliest reference to this 
fungus on orange trees that I have seen. 
The male larva of the cottony-cushion 
scale, in its earliest stages, has not been 
distinguished with certainty from the fe­ 
male larva in the ¡ame stages. 
After 
reaching its last stage, before entering the 


of tree and plant, yet there are some kinds 
on which it cannot thrive; among these 
are the various kinds of pines, cypresses 
and other coniferous trees, besides the 
olive and the blue gum. 
No birds are known to attack these in­ 
sects in this iState, anil very few insects 
attack them. 
I have seen a larva of the 
lace-winged fly feeding upon them. 
I 
have also seen one of our commonest 
brown ladybugs, the Hippodamia, ambigua, 
feeding u[>on the eggs in sacs that had 
been broken open so as to expose the eggs 
to view. 
Mr. A. Scott Chapman, one of 
the members of our State Board of H orti­ 
culture, recently sent me specimens of the 
brown-winged ladybug (Scymanus margini- 
collis) with the statement that it was ob­ 
served by him to feed upon the cottony 
cushion scale. 
Professor Riley bred two specimens of a 
small chalcid fly, and I have bred a few 
specimens of three other species of chalcid 
flies from female cottony cushion scale ob­ 
tained here. 
I have bred a single specimen of a para­ 
site that ordinarily preys upon the lihizo- 
corcus araucaria, a scale insect infecting our 
Norfolk Island pines. 
I have also bred 
from the male pupa- of the cottony cushion 
scale quite a series of specimens of a para­ 
site very closely related to the above, but 
apparently distinct. 
1 am not aware that 
a parasite which naturally attacks one 
specie of insect has ever been known to at­ 
tack any other species so as to materially 
check the too rapid increase of the la tte r; 
each parasite appears to have been created 
for the sole purpose of preventing the too 
rapid increase of some particular species of 
insect, and its natural instinct teaches it to 
deposit its eggs in the diflfcrent individuals 
belonging to that one species. 
Among the different remedies that 1 have 
tried and seen tried for the destruction of 
the cottony-cushion scale none have given 
as good satisfaction as the treatment with 
hydrocyanic gas. About the only serious 
objection to the universal use of this treat­ 
ment is the present high price of the chem­ 
icals used in the production of this gas. 
Recent experiments give promise that an­ 
other gas, costing scarcely one-tenth of the 
present price of the above, will prove quite 
as effectual; but additional experiments 
are necessary to settle this point. 


THK P13T IN SACRAMENTO. 
In connection with the above it may be 
said that the people of Sacramento have 
finally 
become 
thoroughly

pesi. It is to be said, however, that while 
tire/ ure entirely convinced of the neo s 
sity lor prompt •fiction, there is too muct 
disposition upon the part of most people, 
who have the enemy in their tree- and 
yards, to wait anxiou-ly for (he city au­ 
thorities to come and "kill I lio critters,” 
rather than to turn in and cleanse trees aud 
premises, by spray in;; or cutting away, be­ 
fore outside help arrives. 
In order to successfully cope with the 
cottony cushiou scale, everybody that has 
the least veslige of the pest on their prern 
ises must enter upon the war of exrerminc- 
tion with as much vigor and determined 
effort as if the entire work of getting rid of 
the enemy depended upon them. If all 
will do this, and continue in the good work 
the results wiii be speedy and satisfactory. 
Whenever owners of premises that are in­ 
fested will not do it, nor have others, the 
law must be invoked, if ntcessarv, that no 
pest-breeding grounds may be permitted to 
remain as a menace to those who are 
wil ing to do their duty. 


THE GAS TREATMENT. 
The method of exterminating by use of 
gas applied within a teut covering ex.erre 
ing over the tree, is referred to by Prof. 
Coqnillett as having been successfully tried 
by nim. In this connection, the foilowins 
letter received yesterday from parties oper­ 
ating this process of treatment, will be of 
interest:

made to get rid of them by drenching the 1 
nest with water from the lawn hose. They 
refused persistently to leave, and finally it 
was discovered that the ants traveled all 
over the limba of the orange tree and were 
evidently feasting on the black scale pest. 
The ants were then permitted to remain, 
and upon an examination made yesterday, 
it was found that not a live scale remains 
upon the tree or premises, so far as can be i 
found, and the tree has taken on a fresb ' 
and vigorous look and is heavily loaded 
with large and exceptionally clean-looking 
oranges. The ants are still there, how- 
eve». and may be seen marching over the 
limbs of the trees as so many sentinels 
guarding the premises.

A point of perhaps greater interest for 
observation is the fact that in l)r. W. R. 
Cluness’ yard, at the corner of F.ighth and 
H streets, a similar visitation of ants on a 
tree infested with white, or cottony cushion 
scale, is to be seen. The ants are numer­ 
ous. and are constantly traveling over the 
jimbs of the tree ; blit as they have onlv 
just made their appearance, it'is too early 
to determine whether or not they are mak­ 
ing way with the white scale pest. Dr. 
Cluness will closely watch their operations, 
and if it Should develop lhat they have 
turned in to live upon our dreaded insect 
enemy, they will prove an unspeakable 
blessing, and everybody will go to raising 
enls for protection. 


THE AUSTRALIAN PARASITE. 
It will be remembered that a parasite was 
some time since discovered in Australia 
which lives upon the white scale, and spec­ 
imens of it were imported by the State Ho:- 
ticuliural Society a short time ago. W. G. 
Klee, State Inspector of Fruit Pests, has 
this week visited the propsgating grounds, 
in San MuUo county, and reports great 
success in the effort at propagation. He 
hopes soon to have a large number of these 
valuable jarasites for distribution, and 
more extended tests of ilreir availability to 
relieve us of the destructive white scale.

pupa state, it somewhat resembles the 
adult female, shown in Figure 6, but its 
body is much narrower and smoother and 
its antenna? are only nine-jointed. The 
beak is entirely wanting, so that during 
ll.is st go, and also during the remainder 
of his natural life, he is destined to take

After reaching his full growth the male 
larv t creeps into a crevice beneath the
